HUNTER IS SAID TO HAVE MADE A DEAL 


The Doughty Joseph Believes That He

Frankfort, Ky., January 10.—(Special.)— 
Blackburn and free silver won a glorious 
victory tonight and the sound money demo- 
crats and the influence of the Cleveland 
administration went down in defeat. 

Blackburn won the democratic caucus 
nomination for senator on the first bal- 
lot and had plenty ‘to spare. 

The announcement of the vote was the 
signal for unprecedented scenes in the 
representative chambers, and for almrost 
an hour pandemonium reigned. 

There was no attempt made by the chair- 
man of the caucus to control the enthused

Blackburnites when the vote which an- 
nounced the victory of the popular senator 
‘was called. It would have been a useless 
task and then the chairman was some 
what of a madman at that moment him- 
self. 

Only three names were presented to 
the caucus. They were Blackburn, Mc- 
Creary and Brown, and the vote on the 
first ballot stood, Blackburn, 37; McCreary, 
13; Brown, 6. Féurtéén sound money demo- 
crats did not vote in the caucus. 

Last night a conference of three silver 
men and three sound nfoney men was held, 
but owing to unfair demands on the part 
of the sound money men, or McCreary peo- 
ple, the Blackburnites withdrew from the 
conference. 

A paper requesting the chairman of the 
caucus to call the caucus for tonight was 
at once circulated by the Blackburn man- 
agers and it received 37 signatures. 

A notice was at once pasted announcing 
the caucus! for tonight. This move on the 
part of the free silver people incensed the 
McCreary men, who at once put on their 
war paint. They inaugurated a movement 
to induce sound money representatives to 
refuse to participate in the caucus. The 
37 signed names to the paper proved con- 
clusively that Blackburn held the key to 
the situation and the McCreary managers 
threw up the spcnge. 

Senator Rosel Weissenger, a McCreary 
man, announced that he would not go into 
the caucus pledged to support the nomi- 
nee and Representative Johns stood by 
him. Notwithstanding the threats the 
Blackburn people held the caucus and 
won hands down. Blackburn polled his full 
strength, lacking six votes, which went 
to John Young Brown. Brown is a free 
Silver man and had Blackburn needed the 
votes cast for him he would have received 
them. 

Several of the sound money men have 
declared that they would never vote for 
Blackburn, but it is believed that this talk 
is the result of the bitterness which usual- 
ly follows defeat. : 

Senator Weissenger, 
determined. Said he: 

“I will never vote for free silver. I am 
& democrat, however, and have as little 
confidence in a republican as I have in 
&@ free silver man.” 

Senator Blackburn is extremely happy 
over the result and says that his victory 
is a vindication of his course and a re- 
buke to the men who have made war upon 
him. He says that he will win on the final 
count, 

It became known tonight that there are 
three free silver republicans who are luke- 
Warm on the sound money man the repub- 
licans will put up and Blackburn believes 
that he will secure their votes. Hunter 
Succeeded tonight in forcing the chairman 
of the republican joint caucus to issue a 
Call of the caucus for tomorrow afternoon 
& 2 o'clock. 

Republicans in a Row. 

This was done in the face of the most 
bitter protests of the other candidates and 
the opposition to Hunter declare tonight 
that they will not go into the caucus. 
Hunter made a combination with the sink- 
ing fund commissioners today who agreed 
to make good any pledges of positions that

GRATULATIONS FOR KRUGER. 


Republicans Are Still Divided in the

Washington,» January 10.—(Special.)—In 
the senate underneath the surface the 
fight among the republicans continued to- 
day with unabated fury. 

Jones, of Nevada, still refuses to allow 
the tariff bill to come out of the commit- 
tee, while Teller, Dubois, Wolcott, Shoup, 
Hansbrough, Wilson and others reaffirmed 
their determination to vote for a silver 
amendment to it even if Jones lets it come 
out of the committee. In the most revo- 


, lutionary period in the last congress the 
. dissension among the democrats 


never 


reached the virulefit stage which revolt in 
the republican campaign did today. It 
will be well also to remember what the 
democratic party did accomplish. Hoar, 
Aldrich,- Allison and Sherman have lost 
all power to control their party in the 
senate and stand aghast and dazed at the 
proportions the division is assuming and 
are trembling at the prospects of the re 
publcans of the western states cutting 
all ties that have bound them to their an- 
cient but erstwhile grand old party. 

A resolution that has ,created no incon- 
ceivable comment, especially in diplomatic 
circles, was that offered by Senator Mor- 
gan, a member of the committee on for- 
eign relations. It contains congratulations 
to President Kruger for his victory. It was 
referred to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. The resolution is as follows: 

‘‘Resolved, By the senate, the house of 
representatives concurring, that the peo- 


ple of the United States of America, through 


their representatives in congress assem- 
bled, convey to the president and people 
of the republic of Transvaal their earn- 
est congratulations upon their success in 
free, representative govern- 
ment, republican in form and in their op- 
position to any foreign power that denies 
to them the full enjoyment of those right- 
ful liberties. The people of America hav- 
ing realized, through the favor of the God 
of nations, the biessings of government 
based upon the consent of the governed, 
entertain with confidence the pleasing hope 
of the belief that the principles of self- 
wovernment will be secvrely established 
through the influence of the republic of 
France, in her colonies, and of the repub- 
lics of Liberia and the Transvaal, found- 
ed by the people in Africa, and that those 
republics will foster and give firm sup- 
port to the peaceful progress of Christian 
civilization in the new and vast field now 
being opened to the commerce and insti- 
tutions of all the nations of the earth 
throughout the great continent. 

“That the president of the United 
States is requested to communicate this 
action of congress to the president of the 
republic of Transvaal.” 

At 3:50 p. m. the senate adjourned. until 
Monday next. 

Senate Session Routine. 


Washington, January 10.—After the trans- 
action of some routine morning business 
Mr. Pritchard, republican, of North Caro- 
lina, addressed the senate in advocacy of 
an amendment intended to be offered by 
him to the emergency tariff bill. The 
amendment is to impose or increase duties 
on clays or earths, lime, marble and stone, 
leaf tobacco, live animals and agricultural 
products. 

Mr. Hill replied to Mr. Pritchard’s speech 
—although he did not, he said, intend to 
open up a tariff discussion. It was some- 
what difficult for this congress to gratify 
the people of North Carolina. That state 
had sent recently to the senate two dis- 
tinguished gentlemen, elected substantially 
at the same time, by the same body and 
by the same combination. One of them, 
Mr. Butler, in his speech the other day, 
had arraigned the democratic party for 
being false to its pledges on tariff reform, 
and had given that as his reason for leav- 
ing the democratic party and joining the 
populists. Now came the other end of the 
combination, and said that the peopl 
North Carolina were extreme high. is 
tectionists and wanted the re-enactment 
He (Mr. Hill) did not 
know how both of these senators could 
(Laughter. ) 

On motion of Mr. Hale, republican, of 
Maine, it was ordered that when the sen- 
ate adjourned today it adjourn until Mon- 
day next. 

Mr. White, democrat, of California, ad- 
dressed the senate in advocacy of his own 
and Senator Hill’s resolutions to amend 
the rules so as to establish the cloture 
system. 

In the course of his speech Mr. White 
gave several ludicrous instances of how, 
in the recent history of the senate, action 
had been checked by the infliction of un- 
ending speeches, under a rule which the 
senate tolerated, “tin defiance of sentiment 
and sense.”” Was it wonderful, he asked, 
that the people censured the senate: that 
the senate was not a popular body, and 
that every one asked why the senate was 
so slow? “Organized for action,’’ he said, 
“the senate luxuriates in inaction and de- 
liberates, deliberates and _ deliberates, 
while one part of the country is swearing 
and the other is yawning.’”’ (Laughter.) 

The house bond bill, with its free silver 
substitute, was then taken up and Mr. 
Jones, democrat, of Arkansas, having 
charge of the substitute, addressed the 


senate fn its support. 

He expressed his belief that tHe free 
coinage substitute would bring relief to 
the country as no other measure, either an 
increase of tariff duties, or the sale of 
bonds will; and he stated his intention, on 
reply to an inquiry, to press the bill to a 
speedy determination. 

Mr. Morgan, a member of the committee 
on foreign relations, offered the con- 
current resolution on President Kruger’s 
victory. It was referred to his committee. 


REBELS IN RETREAT. 


That Is the Official News from Ha- 


vana. 

Havana, January iv.—weneraa pauraez 
Valdez telegraphs officially from Guana- 
jay, that the coiumns commanded by Colo- 
nels Navarro and Arizon have dispersed 
Maceo’s fcrce on the Regaldo and Begona 
estates, inflicting a heavy loss on tne 
rebels. Five men belonging to Navarros 
column were wounded. Colonel Aruzon’s 
loss is unknown. The rebels retreated in 
the direction of Cabaras, whence Colonels 
Navarro and Arizon are pursuing them, It 
it said that Gomez is on the south coast. 
reaching westward. Telegraphic communi- 
cation with many points west has been in- 
terrupted by the rebels cutting the wires. 


Pilot Medium Dead. 

Battle Creek, Mich., January 10.—The 
celebrated stallion, Pilot Medium, for 
which its owner, Walter Clark, had refus- 
ed $90,000, died here this noon suddenly. 
The horse was valued at $100,000. He was 
the sire of forty-seven trotters and five 
racers, most of whom are standard per- 
formers. 


Large Failure at Columbus, O.

CRISP AND WALKER FOUGHT HIM 


Party Unity—Other Things 
That Were Done. 


Washington, January 10.—(Special.)—The 
break in. the republican ranks yesterday 
was emphasized in the fight in the house 
today. Mr. Reed brought in his autocratic 
rules for adoption. The democrats fought 
them and fought them well, with Crisp 
as their leader, and the Georgian found 
himself again in the position of leading 


republicans. 

The two most important committees of 
the house, after the ways and means. 
were taken off the list of privileged com- 
mittees and sidetracked with what is 
known as calendar committees. They were 
the committees on coinage weights and 
measures and banking and currency. 

These two committees have always had 
the right to report at any time, accord- 
ing to the needs and requirements of legis- 
lation for the country, but the policy 
which Mr. Reed inaugurated when he took 
the oath as speaker, namely that no legis- 
lation was really necessary, was empha- 
sized when he relegated these two commit- 
tees to the rear. 

In this he has shown his hand only too 
plainly and has naturally injured himself. 
Of course Crisp fought this proposition, 
but when Walker, of Massachusetts, and 
other republicans took up his idea and his 
fight the democrats retired to let the re- 
publicans have it out. 

VYalker said that financial legislation 
was necessary and these committees should 
have the right to renort whenever they 
deemed necessary. He showed utter dis- 
regard for Mr. Reed and denounced his 
floor manaiger, Mr. Dingley. He had 
almost gotten sufficient renublican hack- 
ing to defeat the provision which Crisp 
was fichting when Dingley arose and ap- 
pealed to the republicans to stand by their 
leaders, telling Mr. Walker that’ he would 
have the privilege of putting measures 
from these committees on the calendar. 

Mr. Crisp took the floor for a moment 
and congratulated Mr. Walker that this 
privilege would he allowed him, but re- 
minded him of the fact that the calendar 
was nothing but a graveyard of buried 
hopes in the form of bills. The galleries 
were loud in their applause of the joint 
fight made by ‘Mr. Walker and Mr. Crisp.

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DETAIL OF THE HOUSE. 


Hepburn’s Amendment Was Called a 
Startling Innovation. ~ 


Washington, January 10.—The order for 
the usual Friday night session was vacated 
tonight. 

Mr. Henderson, republican, of lowa, re- 
ported the changes in the rules recommend- 
ed by the committee on rules and the 
house proceeded to consider them seriatim. 
The first amendment was one specifically 
directing the clerk to pay officers and em- 
ployes their salaries, a provision adopted 
from the rules of the fifty-second and 
fifty-third congresses. It was agreed to. 

The next amendment struck out the pro- 
vision requiring the sergeant at arms to 
give bond in the sum of $50,000, Because 
of the Silcott defalcation, a law was passed 
covering the case and the provision was, 
therefore, useless. Agreed to. 

Mr. DeArmond, democrat, of Missouri, 
proposed an amendment to the rule gov- 
erning the duties of the sergeant-at-arms 
requiring that officer to deduct from the 
salaries of the members pay for absences 
other than those caused by illness. The 
proposed amendment was rejected. 

Rule 2 it was proposed to amend in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the last con- 
gress, so as to permit the committee on 
rules to sit at any time ard so as to pre- 
clude any dilatory motion upon the consid- 
eration of a representative from the com- 
mittee save one, to adjourn, until the re- 
port was disposed of. 

Mr. Crisp, democrat,.of Georgia, said 
that when the rule was proposed in the 
fifty-second congress gentlemen upon the 
republican side exercised themselves earn- 
estly in denouncing it as the method the 
democrats proposed of gagging the minor- 
ity. He was in favor of the rule then, was 
in-favor of it-now, and he only wanted to 
congratulate the republicans upon having 
at last reached that point where they were 
willing to admit that a democratic rule 
was a proper method of procedure, (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Speaker Reed—I imagine that the feel- 
ing is mutual. (Renewed laughter.) This 
rule indicates the committees will leave to 
report at any time. There are ten rules, 
elections, ways and means, rivers and har- 
bors, public lands, territories, enrolled bills, 
invalid pensions, printing, accounts—be- 
side the committees having charge of gen- 

ion pills. 

Se Walker. Tabchindn, of Massachu- 
setts, endeavored to secure the same priv- 
ilege for the committee on banking and 
currency, and Mr. Bailey, democrat, of 
Texas, for the committee on coinage, 
weights and measures, which led to a wide 
discussion of the relative importance of the 
several committees of the house. 

Mr. Crisp advocated the insertion in the 
privileged class of the two committees 
named, because of the gravity of the sub- 
jects committed to them. If they were 
not so included, he argued, the probabili- 
ties were greatly against any consideration 
of these subjects. 

“When you go home,” he said, ‘at the 
close of this congress and your constitu- 
ents ask why you did nothing on the cur- 
rency question, and you answer that ‘We 
had no time to consider that question,’ tell 
them at the same time thet in adopting 
the rules cf the house you deliberately, 
by your own votes, put it out of your 
power to consider it.” (Applause.) 

Cannon Was Boomeranged. 

Mr. Cannon, republican, of Il.imois, hav- 
ing opposed Mr. Walker’s amendment, sir. 
McRae, democrat, of Arkansas, raised a 
laugh by sending to the clerk’s desk and 
Laving read an enthusiastic speech by Mr. 
Cannon favoring the passage of a similar 
motion in the last congress. 

Mr. Cannon explained that the conditions 
which existed then were far different from 
those at present. Then the democrats were 
in power in the executive and legislative 
departments; now the house was altago- 
nized by an adverse president. 

A vote by yeas and nays was ordered ur 
Mr. Bailey’s amendment to give the com- 
mittee on coinage, weights and measures 
the right to report at any tims, and the 
amendment was lost—yeas Ill, nays iS, 
The democrats and populists voted for the 
amendment and the republicans genefaily 
against it.

Both Amendments Lost. 

On Mr. Walker's amendment to insert 
the committee on banking and currency 
the vote was taken by yeas and nays, re- 
sulting: Yeas 112, mays 1€0. As in the for- 
mer vote, democrats and populists voted 
for the amendment and republicans géii- 
erally agairst it. The following republicans 
parted company from their political as- 
scciates by voting “aye:’’ Messrs. Allen of 
Utah, Andrews, Baker of New Hampshire, 
Bowers, Brosius, Cooper of Wisconsin, Doo- 
little, Ellis, Hainer, Hartmann, Hill of 
Ccnunecticut, Johnson of California, Lin- 
ney, Mahon, McCormick, McEwan, Moody, 
Pearson, Shannon, Simpkins, Strode, Trace- 
well Van Voorhis, Walker of Massachu- 
setts, and Wright. 

Amendments were accepted making the 
representation of territorial delegates on 
the committee of territories two. 

A Startling Amendment. 

Mr, Hepburn, republican of lowa, pro- 
posed an amendment to the rule governing 
debate so as to require the speaker to rec- 
ognize a member who addresses the chair, 
instead of leaving it optional, 

Mr. Henderson, republican of Iowa, said 
this proposition was a stratling innovation 
and merited the careful consideration of 
the house. The power lodged in the speak- 
er, he conceded, was & great one, but the 
amendment of his colleague provided no 
remedy for the evil complained of. It was 
evidently impossible for every one of the 
356 members of the house to be heard on 
every subject, and the rule attacked had 
gZrown into the practice of the house be- 
cause of its necessity. 

The adoption of the amendment of Mr. 
Hepburn would result in pandemonium be- 
ing let loose on the floor of the house. 
Theré was no other policy in any legisia- 
tive body in the civilized world than that 
the selection of the member to speak shall 
be lodged in the speaker or presiding of- 


ficer. 
Bell Desires Speech Space. 

Mr. Bell, povuilist, of Colorado, was glad 
attention had been called to this matter. 
For five weeks, he said, not a populist mem- 
ber had been permitted to open his mouth. 
He had gone to the speaker in the course of 
the period during which the house was do- 
ing nothing whatever ‘and asked to be re- 
cognized to present a request. for unani- 
mous consent to consider a resolution di- 
recting the committee on coinage, weights 
and measures to investigate and report 
what effect upon the interests of the coun- 
try had been exercised by the divergence 
between the values of gold and silver. The 
speaker kindly but firmly told him that he 
would not like to extend recognition for 
that purpose and he dW not. 

Diverting from the question proper Mr. 
Zell discussed the manner in which the 
populists had been treated in the composi- 
tion of the committees, 

‘‘Not a single respectable assignment had 
been #ven the populists,” he said. ““The 
house had descended from its former high 
estate to be the body of bosses, the body 
of tryanny, where individualism was swai- 
lowed up by a few old wheel-horses who 
came down here to run the American con- 
gress.”’ 

Mr. Bell spoke in this strain for about 
half on hour and when he concluded half 
a dozen members sprang to their feet clam- 
oring for recognition, Among them was 
Mr. Hepburn, who wase given the floor. 
With a significant emp! @#is he said; **Mr. 
Speaker, 1 desire to wit w the. amens 
ment.’’ - ’ 

This apparent effect of the working of the 
amendment was reteived With shouts of 
laughter in which all members joined. 

The adoption of the proposition of the 
forty-seventh congress to regulate the as- 
certainment of a quorum was aiivocated 


. by Mr. Henderson, republican of Iowa, be- 


cause it would be efficacious, and under 
present conditions it could not be said that 
its adoption was desired for partisan pur- 
poses merely. 

The argument upon the amendment was 
largely conducted on legal lines. Mr. Bai- 
ley discussed the difference between “a 
quorum’”’ and “the quorum,” and as to the 
effect of the distinction upon iegislation. 
He maintained that a bill must receive the 
affirmative votes of a majority of a quorum 
of the house. 

Speaker Reed took a brief part in the ‘dis- 
cussion, antagonizing the view taken by 
Mr. Bailey of the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States upon the rule of 
the fifty-first congress regulating the ques- 
tion. If Mr. Bailey’s position were cor- 
rect the speaker said, he must hold that 
no bill could pass the house. receiving less 
than &9 affirmative votes. 

The discussion was continued by Mr. 
Grow, repuDiicam or rennspivania; mr. 
Catchings and Mr. McMillan, and at 4:55 
o’clock the house adjourned. 


HISSES FOR OLD GLORY. 


Canadians and Englishmen Insult the 
American Flag Again. 


New York, January 10.—A Recorder spe- 
cial from Montreal, Quebec, says: 

“There was last night for the second 
time at the Academy of Music much dis- 
turbance. The picture of the statue of 
Liberty was hissed, the picture of the forts 
on the Hudson was hissed, and in the sec- 
ond act, after the first march in which 
several small American flags appeared 
nothing would do but the waving of a Un- 
jon Jack carried by an Englishman. 

The excitement then was tremendous. 
filled with McGill University 
men, volunteers and others, attracted by 
some of Rice’s extravagant remarks in the 
states, started a storm of hisses, jeers and 
groans, interspersed with cries for “the 
Union Jack! the Union Jack!’’ while the 
people down stairs who did not want a 
row, tried in vain to quiet them. : 

The house was packed and the noise al- 
most terrifying. Mr. Seagrave, who played 
Alonzo, brought out and waved a Union 
Jack of tremendous size. Then they cried 
for an Englishman to carry it, and only 
when Mr. Seagrave announced that he was 
an Englishman did they quiet down. Later 
the appearance of the stars and stripes 
was greeted with mingled hisses from 
above and applause from below. Fortu- 
nately Rice reconsidered his intention of 
again replacing the picture of the queen 
in the dissolving views, which had been 
given with the big stars and stripes that 
caused the row on Monday. This was what 
the two thousand in the gallery had been 
waiting for, and they were agreeably dis- 
appointed, and received the queen’s picture 
with applause and yells of delight that 
could be heard for blocks. At the end of 
the performance the curtain went up again 
and the company joined in singing “God 
Save the Queen.’’ 


ARREST FOLLOWS RESIGNATION, 


And Now It Should Surely Be Vice 
Versa. 

New Yerk, January 19.—Theodore F. Mc- 
Donald, clerk to the court of special ses- 
sion, tendered his resignation to the board 
of justices a weck ago and tonight they 
caused his arrest on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny in the second degree and then corm- 
mitted him to the Tombs prisun. 

McDonald was : ppointed upcr the recom- 


mendation of Chauncey M. Depew, and it is 
alleged that even Governor Morton inter- 


ested himself in the appointment. 
While no facts could be obtained about 


the court, it was rumored that the records

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MURDERER MOBBED 


‘Smith Assassinated Clapsaddle, His | 


Father-in-Law. 


SHOT WITHOUT A WARNING 


Assassin Fled and Was Followed by 
an Armed Mob. 


HE REFUSED TO. SURRENDER HIMSELF 


Fired on His Pursuers and Then He 
Was Riddled with Bullets by 
His Beseigers. 


Buffalo, N. Y.,. January 10.—At Ransom- 
ville, this afternoon, Robert Clapsaddle, an 
aged farmer, was brutally murdered by his 
profligate son-in-law, George H. Smith, and 
three hours later a posse meted out swift 
justice to the assassin, riddling his body 
with a score of bullets. 

About three years ago Smith’s dissolute 
habits and brutality caused his wife to ob- 
tain a separation from him. Smith nursed 
the idea that Clapsaddle had induced his 
daughter to make this move, and just after 
separation proceedings were begun he beat 
the old farmer in a brutal manner. He was 
sent to prison three times for this and oth- 
er offenses, but the terms of his confine- 
ment were short. 

About eighften fhonths ago Mrs. Smith 
married John DeClute, a farmer living 
about four miles from the Clapsaddle house. 
Smith swore revenge upon old man Clap- 
saddle for dlienating his wife’s affections, 
but about this time he was convicted of 
perjury in Swearing falsely against Farmer 
John Moore, whom he charged with smug- 
giing Chinese, and was sent to prison fora 
year. As he was taken from court he 
swore to kill Clapsaddle when he regained 
his liberty. His term expired November Ist, 
and since that time he has lived a vagrant’s 
life. 

Without a Warning Word. 

Early this afternoon he went to the house 
of his father-in-law; whom he found read- 
ing a paper, and without a word of warning 
fired a bullet into his head, killing him in- 
Stantly. The murderer then fled across the 
fields, and the alarm being given, a posse, 
headed by a deputy sheriff and a constable, 
gathered and started in pursuit, being fol- 
lowed by additions as the chase proceeded 
until the crowd numbered over three score. 

Smith’s course ay in the direction of De- 
“tute’s house, the home of his divorced 
wife, and the posse fearing that he medi- 
tated further murders, hurried in the same 
direction. They had gone about two and 
a half miles when Smith was sighted in 
the distance about a quarter of a mile 
from DeClute’s house. When the hunted 
murderer saw the posse closing in upon 
him he changed his direction and sped to- 
ward the house of a farmer named Brown, 
which he reached just ag the posse came 


up. 
Defiantly at Bay. 
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ing: “The first man who follows me in 
here will be killed.” ; 

The posse surrounded the house and 
Farmer Brown came out and told them 
Smith was secreted in a clothing press 
which had a window looking upon the yard. 
A rush was made for this window, but 
Smith, thrusting his arm out of the open- 
ing fired another shot which broke the 
arm of Elmer Clapsaddle, a relative of the 
murdered man, and the crowd drew vack. 

Deputy Sheriff Wolf called upon the mur- 
derer to surrender, but received no re- 
sponse, and fearing that Smith was pre- 


paring for another attack, he ordered the | 


posse to fire. Two score of rifles and shot- 
guns rang out their reports and poured 
their contents into the wall of the house. 
The sound of a falling body and a groan 
followed the volley, and the posse, enter- 
ing the house, found Smith on the foor 
bleeding from a dozen wounds and uncon- 
scious. He was brought to Ransomvile, 
where he died late tonight.

The Present Incumbent Was Badly 
Defeated. 

Jackson, Miss.. January 10—The demo- 
cratic caucus tonight for librarian at- 
tracted half the town and filled the old 
capitol in spite of the report that it is

Previous to taking the fifth ballot for 
librarian, Mr. Noel, of Holmes county, of- 
fered a resolution to the effect that the 
first ballot for United States senator 
should be taken next Monday night, which 
was adopted unanimously.

HIGHWAYMEN AT WORK. 


Farmers’ Bank at Verona Robbed 
Last Night. 
St. Louis, Mo., January -10.—A special 
from Sprinfield, Mo., to The Star says: 
“The Farmers’ bank at Verona was en- 
tered carly, this morning by seven un- 
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known men, but so far as can be learned, 
now, they got no money. At 1 o'clock in 
the morning, as Night Watchman Cantrell 
Was making his rounds, he was confronted 
by a man with a drawn revolver who com- 
manded him to throw up his hands. He 
was struck on the head and knocked sense- 
less, bound hand and foot and the robbers 
proceeded. with their work. The heavy 
decors leading to the vault were blown 
open and badly damaged. The safe was 
also attacked and blown open, the safe 
falling face downwards. It is believed the 
robbers were frightened away before they 
succeeded in turning it over. H. R. Gram- 
mer heard the explosion and went out, but 
was greeted with a shot and commanded 
to get back by one of the robbers. The 
ball barely missed Mr. Grammer and struck 
the window. The robber then fire five shots 
into his house. Grammer then left his 
house by a rear door and at once proceeded 
to notify the citizens. When a posse was 
Organized the gang was gone, having hasti- 
ly left without securing anything, according 
to the bank officials. 


CAPTAIN AND NINE DEAD. 


Fearful Experience of the Crew of the 
Ealing. . 


Halifax, N. S., January 10.—A boat from 
the steamer Ealing, which recently went 
ashore on Green island, Isaac’s harbor, 
Nova Scotia, reached Canso at 3 o’clock 
today. Thére were nine men in the boat, 
which was in charge of Second Officer 
Thomas, and all were thoroughly exhausted 
and badly frost bitten. They had a terri- 
ble experience and nine of their shipmates, 
including the captain, died of cold and ex- 
posure and were thrown overbéard. The 
survivors are in such an exhausted condi- 
tion that they cannot tell exactly when 
their mates died, saying it was either to- 
day or yesterday. They Say two boats left 
the stranded ship at 6 p. m. of the 6th 
instant. One contained the first officer and 
eight men, and as nothing has been heard 
from them ail hands probably perished. 

The other boat, which arrived at Canso 
today, ‘vas in charge of the captain and 
originally contained eighteen men. Nine 
died as already related above. ; 

Second Officer Thomas, who was in 
charge of the lifeboat that landed t%e 
survivors at Canso, Nova Scotia, today 
tells the following story of how the boat 
reached Canso. 

“The boat, after leaving the steamer, tried 
to make Green island, as the lights were 
plainly seen, but they could not make 
their sails work and were driven fifty 
miles out to sea. Then the wind changed, 
blowing from ee eastward, and by this 
means the bo was enabled to reach 
Canso. Had it not been for the bravery and 
splendid work of the sailors we would 
never have landed. The sea-going qualities 
of._the lifeboat proved to be first class. 
When the boat pushed off from the Ealing 
it had on board but a dogen of biscuits and 
a barrel of water. The: latte r soon became 
frozen and the men were compelled to 
live upon ice.’’ ee

Washington, January 10.—At the close 
of business today the treasury gold re- 
serve stood at $56,100,164. The withdrawals 
of gold at New York today amounted to 
$1,626,000, of which $1,289,000 was in bars, 
presumably for export and $337,000 in gold 
coin for ‘‘domestic’’ purposes.

Is What Governor Bradley, Among 
Other Things, Advocates. 


rrankiort, KY., vanuary iv.—uwvvernor 
Bradley’s message was received at 11:30 
and was read in the house. It recommends 
a new state capitol building and a new 
governor's mansion. It condemns mob law 
and asks for the passage of laws imposing 
rigid penalties upon mobs. It also 
recommends new judicial legislative ap- 
pointment laws and the abolishment of the 
bureau of agriculture, register of lands 
and commonwealth’s attorney. It asks for 
the passage of laws imposing severe pen- 
alties for violation of election laws and 
that foreign corporations be compelled to 
organize under the laws of this state before 
being allowed to do business here. It es- 
timates an increased deficit in the state 
treasury next June and indicates that it 
wil] be impossible to reduce the rate of 
state taxation. It proposes a cut in the 
salaries of state officials and the increase of 
license fees of ail kinds in order to replen- 
ish the state treasury.

He spent his time about the city 
for the most part, but his former cheer 
fulress and affable disposition left him 
It could be seen by strangers that he was 
labcring under some great trouble, but 
it was his friends who knew his egrtet 
in its most sympathetic nature. To them 
he has been a changed man, and mors 
inan once his conduct alarmed them. 

Lived at Mr. Hanye’s. 

Shortly after the death of his wife Mr. 
Bloomfield took un residence with his 
friend, Mr. W. E. Hanye, at Inman Park. 
His little baby boy was taken in charge 
by Mr. Hanye’s family, and the bright 
little fellow is still in their care. For @ 
time Mr. Boomfield showed his grief as 
might be expected, but some time ago Mr. 
Hanye detected a failing turn in the hus- 
band’s sorrow. He began to grow more 
down hearted and less cheerful and spent 
most of his time in his room. He said 
little to his friends and day after day 
lost control of himself. 

Three or our weeks ago Mr. Bloomfield 
left his room and failed to return during 
the day or night. Mr. Hanye could not 
account for his disappearance without ex- 
planation and he became alarmed. Inquiry 
was made among the friends of Mr. Bloom- 
field, but none had seen him. Mr. Hanye 
and Mr. Albert Beck, two of his most inti- 
mate friends, instituted a search for the 
missing man and after a day’s time they 
at last found him at Westview cemetery, 
pacing a beaten path by the side of the 
grave of his wife. The grieved man walk- 
ed to and fro with his head bowed low, 
and when approached he acted as if in 
trance. He motioned his friends away 
when they spoke him and continued his

walk, but with a step becoming more 


and more unsteady each moment. 
Threw Himself on the Grave, 

The night previous was bitter cold, and 
when found Mr. Bloomfield’s limbs and 
body were almost benumbed with cold. 
Without food for perhaps two days, he 
barely had strengtn enough left to sup- 
port him in his walk, and his body was 
almost blue with exposure to the. bitter 
wind. The day, like the night, was a 
cold one and the cemetery was deserted, 
leaving the unhappy man alone in his mis- 
ery and grief. Mr. Hanye, Mr. Beck and 
Mr. Walker, the sexton, attempted to get 
Mr. Bloomfield away from the grave of his 
lost loved one, but words had no effect 
on the troubled man. When they started 
to take hold of him, Mr. Bloomfield jerk- 
ed away and threw himself upon the litth® 
mound, weeping bitterly for his wife. 

Touched to pity the friends of the grieved 
man decided that he must be taken away 
and they gathered hoid of Mr. Bloomfield 
and forcibly led him away from the spot 
where lay all that he cherished in life 
The gentlemen brought the benumbed man 
to the city and gave him food and nourish- 
ment. And it was none too soon. The man 
was rapidly weakening from his long stay 
by the grave in the cold and had he not 
been found that afternoon another life 
might have passed away hefore morning. 

Restored for a Short Time. 

Mr. Bioomfield was taken to his room aft 
Mr. Hanye’s house and restored to his 
former strength and mind. For a while he 
cheered up and his friends hoped that the 
beginning of a better time for him had 
arrived, but unfortunately such was not 
the case. After a few days he again grew 
cheerless and despondent and his life 
trouble plainly showed in his actions. He

McHale and His Wife Seem To Be in 
Serious Trouble. 


SAY THEY ONCE LIVED HERE 


Police in Jacksonville Are Tighten- 
ing the Threads of Circum- 
stances Around Them. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 10.—(Special.) 
Dr. McHale and wife, who were arrested 
yesterday on suspicton of being implicated 
in the murder of W. B. George, a well- 
known young man of this city, were re- 
moved to the county jail today and placed 
in separate cells. 

No newspaper men were allowed to visit 
them, and the officers have an idea that 
Mrs. McHale will soon break down and 
confess. 

The detectives today searched the McHale 
house, near which young George’s body 
was found, and were rewarded by finding a 
‘pocket knife as sharp as a razor and which 
bore on the handle and blade unmistakable 
signs of blood. The blood was clotted in 
spots, but was plainly viSible, and it has 
the appearance of having feen there some 
time. The Sfade of the knife was about five 
inches long, keen and sharp, and just such 
@ weapon as would Have made the wound 
which killed young George. 

A razor with blood spots on it was also 
found. A small medicine chest filled with 
vials of different poisons was found. One 
‘of the vials contained ‘‘knock-out drops.” 

' The theory of the detectives is that young 

George was never killed on the street, 
where he was found with his throat cut, 
but that the deed was done at the McHale 
house, and thie body then carried out and 
placed on the street. 

Think He Was Killed in the House. 

_ They also claim that McHale discovered 
that George was intimate with Mrs. McHale 
and determined to kill him. Accordingly 
George was enticed to the McHale house 
and given ‘‘knock-out drops.’”’ Then the 
young man’s head was placed over a re- 
ceptacle and his throat cut, the blood be- 
ing carried out and poured on the ground 
where the body was placed. 

The detectives tonight found a female 
witness who they say will swear that she 
Saw George, accompanied by Mrs. McHale, 
enter the latter’s house on the night of 
the murder. It was also learned today that 
Mrs. McHale was intimate with other men 
Besides young George. 

The Gurney woman today identified Mrs. 
McHale as a woman who had been 
to her house several times with different 
men and engaged a room for the night. 

The police here tonight claim to have re- 


ceived information from Atlanta to the ef- | 


fect that Mrs. McHale is well known un- 
der ariéther name to the detéctives in the 
Georgia city, and that she was engaged in 
crooked work during the exposition. 


It is generally believed by persons resid- 
ing near Bellwood that Dr. McHale once 
lived in that section of the city. The Dr. 
McHale known by them was about 4ve 
feet eight inches tall and weighc*® about 
170 pounds. He had dark hair and gray 
@yes and was given to the pulpit, frequently 
preaching in various sections of the city.

On last Tuesday morning, December ist, 
ten days ago, Mr. Bloomfield left Mr. 
Hanye’s house and started to the city. 
During the day he asked for Mr. Hanye 
at the Excelsior loundry, but the latter 
happened to be away at the time. From 
that moment Mr. Bloomfield has not been 
Seen or heard from by his friends. His 
disappearance is a deep mystery to them 
and now that so many days have elapsed 
without a word from him they have grown 
anxious and have begun to fear that some- 
thing serious has befallen- him. Mr. Hanye, 
Mr. Beck and other friends of the miss- 
ing man have made every effort to learn 
something of his whereabouts, but suc- 
cess has not been theirs. 

Fearing that Mr. Bloomfield has wander- 
ed away and lost himself or ended his un- 
happy existence by his own hand, his 
friends have decided to ask the police to 
begin a search for him. The city and sur- 
rounding country has been searched and 
no trace of the missing man found by his 
friends... They entertain only one hope for 
his safety and that is that he has gone to 
his former home-—-Elgin, Ill. His relatives 
in that city were notified yesterday of Mr. 
Bloomfield’s disappearance and asked if 
he is there. It is not hoped strongly that 
a favorable reply will be received. 

Returned with His Wie. 

Mr. Bloomfield came to Atianta about 
five years ago. He invested several thous- 
and dollars in real estate here and in the 
vicinity and for a time prospered. Coming 
from his native city—Etgin—he left behind 
him a beautiful young woman whom he 
had promised to return for some day, and 
in his prosperity and good fortune here 
it was but natural that he took the train 
for his old home three years ago for no 
other purpose than to wed the woman he 
loved. Endowed with the beautiful traits 
of character which made her a lovable 
young wife, the happy young husband re- 
turned to Atlanta to begin life anew, sur- 
rounded by every fortune in business and 
home. The young couple lived as man and 
wife seldom do, their perfect devotion and 
ardent love for each other being a sub- 
ject of comment among their friends. 

By and by a babe was born to add happi- 
ness to the household and it seemed that 
nothing could interrupt the peace of the 
man and wife. And the entrance of 
trouble to their home never caused a mo- 
ment’s dissatisfaction with each other. 
Time turned the tide and Mr. Bloomfield’s 
investments proved unsuccessful, but the 
love between man and wife never waned. 
At the time of the young wife’s untimely 
death Mr. Bloomfield was without business 
and property. Since he has not entered 
new fields, his sorrow unfitting him for 
worldly occunstion. 

His Description. 
» Mr. Bloomfield is about forty years old. 
He is about five feet six inches in height, 
and when last seen wore a short black 
beard. His eves are dark and his step 
quick. His look is toward the ground and 
his face plainly shows grief. 

Should Mr. Bloomficld not be in Elgin 
his friends will institute a search of every 
foot of the surrounding country and bodies 
of water. They think that if he has harm- 
ed himself his body may be found some- 
where near Atlanta and nothing will be 
left undone to ascertain what became of 
the troubled man. 


FAILURES INCREASING. 


First Week of ’96 Has an Exhibit of 
431. 


New York, January 10.—R. C. Dun & 
Co. will say tomorrow in their weekly re- 
view of trade: 

‘Liabilities in failures for the first two 
days of January amounted to $918,795, of 
which $240,407 were of manufacturing and 
$658,388 of trading concerns. Failures for 
the week have been 431 in the United States 
against 420 last year, and fifty-three in 
Canada against fifty-four last year. 

The new year begins with such uncertain- 
ty that business somewhat retarded. 
The proposed sale of bonds offers ground 
for confidence in the future, but no one 
is able to determine what its earliest effects 
may be in the money market, and for the 
time it is a cause of hesitation rather than 
hopefulness. Speculation in products has 
not been active. Cotton is unchanged, 
although the receipts for the week have 
not been very large; but some slackening 
appears in the foreign demand. Wheat 
is about 1 cent higher and corn the same, 
without distinct reason in either case. 

‘The industrial situation has not mate- 
rially changed. There is much hesitation 
in the iron business with some advance 
in Bessemer pig because of the expecta- 
tion that Connellsville coke and lake ore 
will both be dearer, and yet finished pro- 
ducts of iron and steel are on the whole 
quoted a little lower, and the nail associa- 
tion is still in session to determine whether 
it will abandon the effort to maintain a 
fixed price. That branch of business is 
extremely slow, nothing is doing in nails, 
and while tinere is a rather better demand 
for sheets and plates, and several good 
orders are raported for structural works, 
angles are quoted a shade loner. Iivery- 
thing turns on the contracts for ore which 
are still unsettled. but the great excess in 
production of pig iron over the present 
demand is no longer denied, and it is said 
that quite a number of furnaces will dis- 
continue production. Lower prices for Ala- 
bama iron renew competition with eastern 
furnaces. 

“The cotton mills are generally running. 
though not all with full force, and some 
are piling up goods withont regard to the 
fmmediate Gemand, which is comnara- 
tively slack, as they amparently believe that 
the short supply of cotton this year will 
ensure them profits in the end, as it has 
during the past half year. Nevertheless 
goods have decidedly weakened in price, 
quite a number of changes having been 
recorded during the past week. 

“The volume of domestic trade indicated 
by payments through the principal clear- 
ing houses shows the usual large increase 
of 14.6 per cent over last year; but in com- 
parison with the same week in 1893 shows 
a decrease of 13.1 per cent. Part of this 
difference must be attributed to the shrink- 
age in prices, but there is also, without 
doubt, a considerable decrease in the dis- 
tribution of goods to final consumers.” 


What. Bradstreet’s Says. 

New York, January 10.—Bradsireet’s to- 
morrow will say: ' 

“General trade has not improved appre- 
ciably. Mild weather at western points has 
interferred (with ‘business in some in- 
stances, and the week continues to pre- 
sent characteristics of a between-season’s 
period. The impression is general that un- 
certainty as to financial action by con- 
gress and disturbing political conditions 
have an unfavorable influence on the pros- 
pect for new enterprises. (Mercantile col- 
lections east, west and northwest are com- 
plained of, but at the south the compara- 
tive ease with which they are made forms 
a@ conspicuous exdeption. Demand for 
funds at various western centers is the 
most active for a year. . 

‘Speculation is narrow and professional, 
but the stock market is strong on the be- 
lief that the $190,000,000 bond issue will be 
successful, and that no severe denletion 
of the treasury gold reserve is likely during 
the thirty days of delay for popular sub- 
scriptions.”

to his having the letter published. 

All through the letter there is but one 
idea apparent, and that is to cut down the 
circulation of The New York World, there- 
by injuring Mr. Pulitzer. 

Colonel Livingston in Demand.

PLAN FOR GREATER NEW YORK. 


Lexow’s Oonsolidation Resolution Ob- 


jected To. 

Albany, N. Y., January 10.—The fight 
over greater New York has opened along 
the line in the senate. A resolution 
introduced by Senator Lexow  provid- 
ing that the two committees on cities should 
take up this question and report legisla- 
tion on or before March Ist, caused a lively 
discussion. The resolution went over. 

Senator Lexow also introduced a bill pre- 
pared by Mr. Green's commission, which 
provides for an appropriaticn of $25,000 
for the preparation of a charter, and fixes 
the date when consolidation shall go into 
eftect as January 1, 1898. This bill went to 
the city’s committee. 

Senator Brush, of Kings, who leads the 
Opposition to consolidation, promptly ac- 
cepted benator Lexow’s challenge and in- 
troduced a bill providing for the resubmis- 
Sion of the question of consolidation at 
the next general election to the voters 
of the cities of New York and Brooklyn. 
if either locality is against consolidation 
that shall be the end of it. In support of 
his bill Senator Brush presented a petition 
Signed by 72,800 names, 8,000 more than 
voted in favor of consolidation in Brook- 
lyn in 1894. The bill introduced by Senator 
Brush was also introduced in the assem- 
bly by Mr. Wilson, of Kings. 

Senator Lexow’s Resolution. 

Senator Lexow, in the senate, about the 
middie of the session, offered the following: 

“Whereas, Under and by virtue of chap- 
ter sli of the laws of 1590, a commission 
Was created known as the ‘Municipal 
Consolidation Commission,’ to inquire into 
the expediency of consolidating into one 
municipality the various municipal corpora- 
lions and parts of municipal corporations 
contiguous to the port of New York, 
Said commission after inquiry and exam- 
ination did, by memorial to the governor 
and legislature of the state, report in favor 
of the consolidation; and, 

“Whereas, kursuant to such report, an 
act Was passed, beitig chapter 64 of the laws 
Of lsod, entitled ‘An act providing for the 
submission of the question of consolidation 
Of the city of New York with certain ter- 
ritory under a single muni¢ipal adminis- 
tration to a vote of the people,’ and. such 
question Of consolidation was submitted to 
a vote of the duly qualified electors of the 
territory embraced within the limits of the 
proposed greater city, and a majority in 
each locality voted in favor of consolida- 
lion, the aggregate of such maiorities ve- 
44,464; and, 

"WW hereas, A bill was thereupon intro- 
aguced in the legislature of 18a designed 
to carry into efiect said popular vote by 
providing for a commission to prepare a 
charter and laws for the government as 
one municipality of the territories em- 
braced Within the limits of the proposed 
&reater city, but said bill failed of pass- 
age; and, 

“Whereas, The said municipal consolida- 
tion commission has, by reason of the 
premises, been unable to present to this 
legisiature any adequate plan of govern- 
ment lor said proposed greater city in 
form to enable this legislagure intelligently 
to consider and determine the important 
questions invobved; and, 

“Whereas, A just and considerate treat: 
ment of the questions connected with and 
arising from thg creation of the greater 
city and consolid&tion of the various local 
sovernmenis int®’ ene municipality is of 
Vital consequence to the people, not alone of 
the territories immediately affected, but of 
trie whole state, and concerns so deeply 
the moral and material inierests, the well- 
being, security and convenience of more 
than 3,000,000 people, and the principles of 
beverhment and administration to be ap- 
plied require deliberation and care com- 
mensurate with the complexity and magni- 
tude of the undertaking, and should sug- 
gest a practical solution of many of the 
problems of municipal government and af- 
ford relief from evils now existing and a 
full and fair and deliberate consideration 
of the whole subject is deemed advisable 
and expedient; therefore, 

“dtesolved, If the assembly concur, that 
the committee on the affairs of cities of 
the sé hate and the committee on the af- 
fairs of cities of the assembly be and they 
hereby are appointed a joint committee 
of this legislature, and are authorized and 
empowered to investigate and inquire in- 
to all and singular matters set forth and 
related to the questions hereinbefore men- 
tioned, with full power and authority to 
prosecute their judgment in any and all 
directions in their judgment necessary and 
expedient to enable them to obtain and re- 
port the information required by these 
resolutions. 

“Resolved, Further, and for the purpose 
a.oresaid, that said committee may employ 
a stenographer and one or more counsel 
and such other assistants as may be neces- 
sary, and may send for ; 
Subpoena witnesses and administer. oaths. 

Sub-Committee Authorized. 

‘Resolved further, That said committee 
be authorized and empowered to appoint a 
subcommittee of three senators and four 
members of the assembly, which sub-com- 
mittee (when appointed) shall have the 
Same power and authority under all re- 
Spects aS are possessed by said joint com- 
mittee, and whose duty it shall be to pro- 
ceed with the inquiry and investigation 
into the matters aforesaid with all reason- 
able diligence; and to that end full power 
and authority are hereby conferred upon 
such sub-committee (when appointed), to 
perform and exercise all and singular the 
functions and duties of said joint committee 
to send for persons, books, records and 
papers, call or subpoena witnesses and ad- 
minister oaths with the same force and 
effect to all intents and purposes as though 
done by said joint committee, and for the 
convenience of the public, and in order to 
secure as full an inquiry as may be prac- 
ticable and hold sessions in the city of 
New York, Brooklyn and Albany. 


May Examine City Officers. 


“Resolved further, and for the aforesaid 
purposes, That said joint committee and 
said sub-committee thereof (when appoint- 
ed) be and they are hereby authorized and 
empowered to call to their aid and asgsist- 
ance, in an advisory capacity, the president 
and associate members of the municipal 
consolidation commission hereinbefore re- 
ferred to, and also the attorney general 
of the state and also the corporation coun- 
sel of the cities of New York, Brooklyn 
and Long Island City, to aid and fa- 
cilitate the acquisition of the information 
required by these resolutions and the re- 
port of said commission. 

“Resolved further, That said committee 
shall make a preliminary report as soon 
as practicable, and not later than the Ist 
day of March, 1896, to the end that proper 
legislation may be. enacted in the pre- 
mises.”’

They are reported to 
have had in their possession some 30,000 
rifles, whereas only 2,000 have been handed 
over to the authorities. In consequence of 
this the government has issued a proclia- 
mation declaring that unless all the arms 
are delivered up by 6 o’clock on the even- 
ing of January 10th, the defaulters will be 
dealt with according to law. Those who 
comply with the demands will be parudon- 
ed with the exception of the leaders of the 
revolt, who will have to suffer the penalty 
of their acts. 

The Maxim-Nordenfeldt Company, man- 
ufacturers of arms, at Erythe, on the 
Thomas, have obtained permission from the 
British government to consign two truck 
loads of small arms to Pretoria for the 
Transvaal government. The arms have al- 
ready been shipped. A dispatch from Cape 
Town to The Pall Mall Gazette under the 
date of January 8th says it is asserted there 
that Cecil Rhodes was aware of the whole 
plot which led up to and included Dr. 
Jameson’s raid into the Transvaal. Rhodes, 
the dispatch says, is ill at Cape Town. 

Mr. Chamberlain has cabled to Hofmeyr, 
the leader of the Afrikander Bund, a party 
having a large majority in the Cape parlia- 
ment and a .ipporter of Cecil Rhodes and 
the British South African Company, in- 
forming him that there will be a full in- 
quiry into the Britsh South African Com. 
pany’s raid into the Transvaal and that 
further violation of the territory of the 
South African republic will be prevented. 

It is said that the inquiry will be con- 
ducted by a royal commission which will 
investigate the origin and crecumsiances of 
the whole affair. 

It is reported that Dr. Jameson will be tak- 
en to Natal where he will be embarked fur 
England to be tried unon charges of vio- 
lating the foreign enlistment act, which 
declares it a punishable offense to prepare 
a warlike expedition against a friendly 
state. <A dispatch from Pretoria dated 
January 8th says that prior to he issu- 
ance of the Transvaal. proclamation com- 
manding the Uitlanders to deliver up their 
arms by 6 o’clock on the evening of Jan- 
uary 10th, Sir Jacobus A. DeWet, the Brit- 
ish agent at Pretoria, went to Johannes- 
burg to hasten the work of disarming the 
reévolutionists. A governmen commission 
was sitting at Johannesburg with the ob- 
ject of ensuring the execution of the con- 
ditions of surrender. Sir J. A. DeWet 
was to attend the sittings of this ecmmis- 
sion and render it all assistance possible 

The dispatch says that 10,000 Boers were 
under arms and would not return to their 
homes until the matter of disarming the 
Uitlanders was finally settled. 


JAMESON NOT YET RELEASED. 


HIS FREEDOM DEPENDS ON THE

A dispatch to the Central News from 


_ Berlin says that until Great Britain satis- 


fies the demands of President Kruger, 
which include the abrogation of the con- 
vention of 1284, by the terms of which Eng- 
land exercises suzé¥ainty over the Trans- 
vaal republic, Germany will urge Kruger to 
appeal to the European powers to support 
him in his demands. 

The sitiuation in south Africa, involving 
the English and the south African repub- 
lic, is generally referred to in newspaper 
accounts as being the result of a quarrel 
of long standing. 

In order to get a fair understanding of 
the situation it is necessary to go into 
the history of the Boers. As is wel] knewn, 
they were originally Hollanders, who em- 
igrated to south Africa in the middle of the 
seventeenth century. They settled in what 
is now Cane Colony. 

The original Dutch settlers had little 
trouble with the negroes. When the Cape 
Colony went over to the English in 1806 
it did not grow much. From the moment 
the English government took possession of 
the south African colony there was a 
quarrel between it andthe olé settlers, 
manv of whom were hanged and chot. 

Moved Away from the British. 

Finding it impossible to agree with the | 
English government, the larger pert of the 
Dutch colonists left their homes, their 
finely cultivated farms, the dear graves of 
their fathers and mothers and moved fur- 
ther north, where the Englishman had 
not yet set his foot. Hardly had the colon- 
ists left their homes and cultivated enough 
land to feed themselves and their children 
when the Englishman came. He lookéd 
about and said: “This ts a good couutry, 
indeed.”” Thereupon they cut branches from ' 
a high tree, tied upon the Boers the Ene- 
lish collar and declared that the farmers 
should pay taxes, partly in money, pert- 
ly in cattle, wine and other products. 

The old Boers came together again. “Tt 
seems that we are again under the Eng- 
lish collar,” they said. “It seems that 
there is plenty of land to the-north. Let 
us seek it.’’ 

But others held back and the Boers wun- 
derwent several years of suffering before 
their condition became so unbearable they 
again left everything behind them and 
sought new homes, where they could be 
free. They found a far land and settled 
upon it far away from the English. They 
fought with the wild beasts. They were 
so poor they wore no more clothing than

Again the English descended upon them, 
and finding it a good .country, made a 
new boundary line to include it.

The Boers felt that 
they were persecuted and there was con- 
stant quarreling. Again it was decided to 
journey onward. It was decided that this 
time they would make such a treck over 
the high mountains that the English could 
never follow them, and indeed they never 
did. But they reached them for all that. 

The Boers journeyed for four years, spent 
in fighting, climbing and terrible suffering 
coming at last upon the fairest land in 
south Africa, its paradise, what is now 
called Natal. But not one in ten of those 
who started ever reached Natal. For a 
long time the pilgrims lived in peace and 
comfort. They felt secure because ‘they 
were sure no Englishmen would follow 
them over the mountains. 

But Natal had a seaport, and one day 
a small schooner arrived. The captain 
soon found out about the beauty and rich- 
ness of the new country. The English 
government heard about it and soon two 
men-of-war.arrived at Port Natal. — 

The Boers fought hard to keep their eld 
enemy outside, but they had neither suffi- 
cient arms nor men, Yet they made a gal- 
lant struggle before they surrendered. lor 
a long time the Boers remained ‘tn Natal 
under English rule. They endured the suf- 
tering because tney thougnit tiney Aad 
reached the end of Africa and there was no 
other place where they could go. 


Situation Intolerable. 


But as before their situation became in- 
tolerable, and they determined to move 
again. A few of the bravest and strongest 
were selected to explore for other lands. 
After eight months a few returned and told 
of a land far away where there was plenty 
of grass for the cattle and plenty of game. 
The greater number of Boers elected to 
remain at Natal because the suffering of 
the last treck was fresh in their minds, 
but others resolved to make a journey 
again. 

The country in which they settled was 
not half as good as the one they left 
behind. But they were frugal, hardwork- 
ing and prospered. Their numbers increas- 
ed so rapidly and much land being needed 
for the cattle, some of them passed beyond 
the Vaal river, whence comes the name 
Transvaal, and established the south Afri- 
can republic. They lived in the greatest 
harmony with their brethren in the Orange 
Free State. Sometimes one president ruied 
over both. They were happy and at peace. 
They believed that at last they had reached 
a land where the English could not follow. 


The Curse of Gold. 


Then came the discovery of gold and with 
that their peace and happiness departed. 
The news quickly reached England, and 
people from ali the world but principally 
Seotch and Engtish, rushed in by thou- 
sands. ‘Tney asked the government to set 
off claims and give permission to dig for 
gold. They mined the gold by tons and be- 
came millionaires and then returned to 
England to spend it.

Augusta’s Cotton Man Has Skipped 
the Country. 


Augusta, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)}—The 
sensation of today was the cotton failure 
of Mr. John P. Bones. He has been out 
of town since December 2th and his 
whereabouts are unknown. He left on the 
same day that two young gentlemen of this 
city left for South America, and vy many 
it is supposed that he has gone there. 

An expert accountant is going over the 
books to find out what is the amount of 
liabilities, which have been approximatcd 
at £50,000. The money was lost in cotton 
futures speculations. 

The heaviest losers are Fleming, Thomas 
& Co., bankers, who had advanced some- 
thing like $30,000 om cottom warehouse re- 
ccipts. a number of which receipis are 
reported to be fictitious with no cottun back 
of them. J..J. Collins & Son, of New 
York, Icse $3,000 on cotton purchased on 
Bones’s order for speculation. There is 
about $8,000 worth of cotton in the ware- 
house as assets, and just at present it Is 
impcssible to get positive ligures of the 
losses. 

The affair is a shock to the whole com- 
munity. Mr. Bones is one of the best 
known and one of the most popular youn; 
fellows in the city. His family Know ncti- 
ing of his whereabouts, but they and ius 
friends hope for his early return to the 
city with a satisfactory explanation of his 
atsence.

AIS NECK BROKEN. 


Execution of John Jackson, Colored, at 
Cuthbert Yesterday. 


HE KILLED GEORGE RAWSON 


Struck Him on the Head with a Hoe, 
While His Victim Was Pleading 
for His Life. 


Cuthbert, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)— 
John Jackson, colored, was hanged here 
today for the murder of George Rawson, 
another negro, last October. 

The crime for which Jacksén was hung 
Was‘an ugly one. Jackson and Rawson 
were tenants on Colonel Arthur Hood's 
plantation near Cuthbert. Jackson became 
angered with Rawson because be would 
not permit him to carry a hoe home with 
him with which he was working. Jackson 
became abusive and struck Rawson with 
his hand. Rawson ran, pursued by Jack- 
son. He came to a wire fence, which he 
could neither get through nor mount. See- 
ing his predicament he threw up his hands 
and begged Jackson to desist. 

Jackson, however, dealt him a blow with 
the hoe, from which he died. Jackson 
made his escape but was afterwards cap- 
tured in Quitman county’by Sheriff Bynum 
and posse. 

At the November term of Randolph su- 
perior court he was tried and convicted 
and sentenced by Judge Griggs to hang to- 
day. Two negro witnesses saw the trage- 
dy, and upon their evidence Jackson was 
convicted. 

Notwithstanding the execution was pri- 
vate a large crowd was in the city. Jack- 
son stated that he was prepared to die 
and sorry for his crime. His neck was 
broken in the fall.

HIS FAREWELL TO ATLANTA: 


He Has Done Much Towards Estab- 
lishing Commercial Relations 
with the South. 


Senor Theodore Mangel, with a big grip 
and a bigger smile, will board the vesti- 
buled for Washington this morning on his 
home trip for Costa Rica. 

The work of the commissioner in Atlan- 
ta is done. For four months he has been 
one of the busiest foreigners at the fair. 
He has accomplished more than any other 
commissioner in the effort to secure better 
trade relations with the South American 
republic and he has left behind well or- 
ganized plans with the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce to see to the importing of 
Costa Rican coffee. Senor Mangel will go 
direct to Costa Rica, leaving New York 
for that country next week. 

He has been one of the most popule® 
foreign commissioners and his cottage down 
on the edge of the lake was the gathering 
place of the foreign element. Here they 
would convene every day for lunch and 
later in the afternoon for dinner to dis- 
cuss the affairs of the fair, to talk over 
the political situations in their respective 
countries and to have a congenial talk 


Costa Rica was tne only foreign country 
to have a building on the grounds. It 
had two buildings, in fact, and in one 
Senor Mange! held forth and setved up 
his native drinks, while in the other Senor 
Villafranca showed the views of his coun- 
try by stereopticon. 

“I am sorry to leave,” said Senor Man- 
gel yesterday. “I feel that our country has 
accomplished much here. We do not re- 
gret anything that we have done or any 
expense that we have been put to. I am 
deeply indebted to the officers of the expo- 
sition, to the directors and to the press. 
I have the assurances from the government 
that they are also pleased with the work 
here. Here is an article in The Herald; 
which gives a description of our building 
at the fair and indorses our efforts. 1 re- 
gret that the attendance at the exposition 
was not larger. We were counting on many 
more people. I am satisfied also with the 
decisions of the board of awards. It was 
said that I made a kick over the decision, 
but that is not so. I received six gold 
medals and that is enough for any man. 

“I shall go at once to my home. Mr. 
Villafranca is in Washington, where he 
has gone to deliver an address before the 
National Geographical Society. He will 
stay in this country to lecture on Costa 
Rica for some months. I have wired him 


| that I will meet him in Washington. I will 


not stay there, however, but will leave for 
New. York, where I will take passage for 
Costa Rica. , 

“T hope to come back to make an exhib- 
it for my country in Raftimore. Costa Rica 
is a small countrv, but it is plucky and 
if we can do anything in this country we 
intend to make a brave effort. 

“I think the most important obfect now 
to be accomplished by Costa Rica and this 
country is the completion of the Nicara- 
gua canal. I hope that congress will take 
the matter up and I am sure that our coun- 
try will co-operate as much as possible. 
The completion of this canal will change 
almost the civiliza'ttion of the South Ameri- 
can countries. Its benefit to the south and 
to the United States is too apparent to be 
mentioned.’’ 

Senor Mangel was asked about the rela- 
tion of Costa Rica to the Cuban rebellion. 

“We are hands off.”” he said. “We wil! 
have rothing to do with the war. We can- 
not afford it. Our couvntrv is made up 
both of Cubans and Spaniards and it wonld 
he foolish for us to go into anything tike 
that. Maceo was in Costa Rica eight years 
and he is well known there. but there are 
few who will go over to help him, as the 
neutralitv laws are strict. I saw it pub- 
lished thet Maceo went over from our 
country to assime command of the insur- 
rent forces, but that is a mistake. He left 
Costa Pica before the beginning of the 
trouble.” 

Senor Mangel has donated a large part 
of his exhibit at the fair to the Philadel- 
phia National Museum. It was taken in 
charge hy Dr. Guetave Niederletr, commis- 
sioner from the Argentine renublic. who is 
manager of the enterprise. Dr. Niederlein 
has secured manv other exhibits, namely, 
those of Chile and Venezela. He will car- 
ry away a leree number of exhibits from 
Atlanta to Philadelphia.

Beresford wrote several letters 
on the subject of the divorce suit filed by 
his wife and declared that she had been 
forced to ask for a divorce by the intimida-. 
tion of her brother-in-law, who hoped to 
keep possession of her fortune and was 
supported by a lawyer who was his wife’s 
rejected but still hopeful lover. He said his 
wife’s affections were as warm and true 
as ever. Several communications on the 
subject from both this and the New York 
end of the case were published in the pa- 
pers. Beresford denied the allegations set 
forth in the petition for divorce and said 
his wife believed him guiltless and would 
welcome him to her heart and home could 
he obtain his freedom.

The Colleton Horror. 

The authorities and the newspapers of 
South Carolina have spoken out in the 
Strongest terms against the barbarous 
conduct of a few citizens of Colleton, 
who recently lynched several negroes 
who were charged with larceny, and no- 
body has attempted to defend the 
lynchers, yntil Mr. A. W. Brabham, 
of Barnwell county, came to the front, 
the other day, with a communication in 
The Charleston News and Courier. 

Mr. Brabham relates several instances 
of crimes committed in his county by 
negroes, and says: 

Now, when the law can’t reach such 
crimes, when the highest authority turns 
a deaf ear to the people so grossly wrung- 
ed, when the perpetrators of such villainy 
flee immediately after doing the deed, what 
are we to do? Are we to sit quietly and 
let the incendiary in a cruel hour—the mid- 


night hour, when all is hushed in sleep— 
burn down our homes upon our loved ones, 


cremate our work stock and burn the sup-_ 


plies necessary for existence? 

l repeat with emphasis are we to let 
such hellish practices go unpunished? 1 
answer for this people, and it finds an 
echo in every heart here—in the name of 
God, no!

Germany, like England, seeks her custom- 
ers. The Inglish have been growing sorer 
and sorer over this year after year. iong- 
land being a free trade country, Germany 
has poured in tens of millions of dollars’ 
worth of her products right under the nose 
of the British government. She is selling 
her goods in London and in English manu- 
facturing cities like Glasgow, Birmingham, 
Leeds, Sheffield, Manchester, Bradford, Bel- 
fast and Liverpool, and England has ¢€x 
ported them, She has sold the same goods 
to English merchants cheaper than the 
English manufacturers can afford to do. 
The English dealers and the English 
trades unions have at last become exas- 
perated, 

ritain, therefore, would go to war, if 
sufficiently provoked, for the purpose of 
crippling as far as possible these inroads 
of German artisans, who are now danger- 
ous competitors with her in all kinds of 
goods in all parts cf the world. How dan- 
gerous they are was sufficiently demon- 
strated by the respective displays of the 
two nations at the Columb'an exposition 
in this city, in Which the German exhibit 
was far and away in advance of that of 
England.

New York Mail and Express: Doubtless 
it surprises Mr. Cleveland to discover that 
there are scores of bankers jn the country 
who are ready to put up good coin in ex- 
change for bonds in defense of the treas- 
ury. It must be remembered, however, 
that Mr. Cleveland’s acquaintance with 
the country, its people and their resources 
has always been exceedingly limited. 


Chicago Record: The unnecessary in- 
terest charge to the government caused by 
this inaction of congress Was something 
like $16,000,000 on the last loan. The nation 
must expect to pay an excessive rate of in- 
terest until it is business-like enough to 
specify explicitly on just what terms it 
expects to make payment when the bonds 


fall due. 


Boston Herald: The renewal of the drain 
of gold emphasizes our criticism yesterday 
in regard to the length of time the new 
bond call has to run. If the present pro- 
gramme is maintained, the call will not 
mature until February 5th, and we hardly 
need say that a good deal may happen to 
the gold reserve before that date. As there 
is no prospect of the passage of a loan bill 
by the senate in any form that will help 
the treasury in a negotiation of bonds, it 
seems to us that nothing is to be gained 
by adhering to the date set in the call. 


New York Tribune: One thing the sen- 
ate ought to have done; it should have de- 
cided to defer the debate on the bond bill, 
now a free coinage bill, until the revenue 
measure had been passed. This is not a 
question of party or faction, but one of 
public welfare in the most immediate and 
highest sense. The president has already 
placed the nation in a position of grave 
foreign embarrassment. It is said that he 
is about to send a fleet to Turkey, with 
orders which should surely be honorable 
to the nation and to civilization, but might 
nevertheless involve the country in some 
conflict. There ought not to be the slight- 
est delay in the senate about the revenue 
bill under such circumstances. The cur- 
rent deficiency, which has been running 
for more than a year under the new tariff, 
ought to be covered, but every patriotic 
citizen will also feel that. there ought to 
be not the slightest question about the 
revenue or credit of the government at a 
time when the flag may be in danger.

SPEECH OF COLONEL HAMMOND 


The Response of Judge Newman Was 
Brief, but Emotional—A Most 
Impressive Ceremony. 


On the western side of the district court- 
room, at right angies to the portrait of 
Judge Erskine, and facing the First Bap- 
tist church spire across the street, the 
portrait of Judge William T. Newman 
hangs. ‘ 

The ceremonies of presentation occurred 
in the federal courtroom yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock; the portrait, however, 
was not hung on the wall until yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. O. C. Fuiler, the clerk of the United 


States court, took this matter in charge. | 


He received instructions from Judge Par- 
dee, of New Orleans, several days ago, 
directing him to receive the portrait and 
to see that it was properly hung. The 
place selected by Mr. Fuller is directly 
over the jury box and in plain view of the 
bench occupied by Judge Newman. 
In the Courtroom. 

The local bar was well represented in the 
large gathering that filled the courtroom 
yesterday morning. 

In addition to the members of the bar sev- 
eral friends and admirers of Judge New- 
man dropped in to witness the presenta- 
tion. 

Among those in the courtroom were ex- 
Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley, Judge 
Howard Van Epps, District Attorney Joe 
James, Colonel W. C. Glenn, Colonel W. 
D. Ellis, Sanders McDaniel, L. Z.. Rosser, 
John T. Glenn, Burton Smith, B. H. Hill, 
T. J. Leftwich, J, N. Bateman, W. P. 
Hill, T. L. Bishop, John M. Slaton, N. L. 
Hutchins, Jr.; Commissioner Broyles, 
George L. Bell, C. D. Camp, O. C.. Ful- 
ler and Marshall Dunlap. 

Colonel W. D. Ellis took the chair and 
stated the purpose for which the bar meet- 
ing had assembled. Mr. B. H. Hill, the 
chairman of the committee on presentation, 
then took the floor and stated that Colonel 
N. J. Hammond had been selected by the 
committee to make the presentation 
speech. 

Colonel Hammond’s Tribute. 

As Colonel Hammond arose to his feet 
he was greeted with applause. He began 
by saying that Judge Hopkins, the presi- 
dent of the State Bar Association, under 
whom Judge Newman had read law and 
who had come from the same portion of 
the state of Tennessee, Was the proper man 
to make the speech of presentation, In 
the absence of Judge Hopkins from the 
state the pleasant duty had devolved upon 
him, as the vice president of the Georgia 
Bar Association. 

Colonel Hammond paid a high tribute 
to the bench and emphasized the trials 
and embarrassments by which a judge 
was surrounded. It was necessary for him 
to be cool when all others were excited, 
and to be influenced by reason when otrers 
were swayed by passion. It was not an 
easy matter to occupy @ seat upon the 
bench and to wear the judicial ermine of 
che federal court. For this reason the 
highest praise ‘Should be accorded to Judge 
Newman for the courage, fidelity and vigor 
of his administration. 

Colonel .Hammond, referred to Judge 
Newman’s long record on the bench, reach- 
ing back for ten years. He had always 
presided over the court with impartial 
dignity, and his decisions had been char- 
acterized by sound judgment and exhaus- 
tive research. 

After referring to one of the most dis- 
tinguished citizens of Brooklyn, whose 
monument had been erected prior to his 
ueath, and who enjoyed the pleasure of 
looking upon this testimonial of the confi- 
dence in which he was held by his fellow 
citizens of Brooklyn, Colonel Hammond 
closed his speech as follows: 

“So we pray today that Judge Newman 
may sit for many years under this picture, 
and dispense justice to aH as they comme; 
and that hereafter, whether he shall sit 
upon the bench or be in honorable retire- 
ment, he may look upon it as a memento 
of what his bar thought of him and of 
the approval of his conduct in the high 
office which he as so well filled. I tender 
this picture for the purpose indicated, to 
the circuit court of the United States.” 

Escorted Into the Room. 

As soon as the applause which greeted 
Colonel Hammond’s address subsided, Mir, 
George L. Bell, one of the members of the 
presentaticn committee, moved that a com- 
mittee of two be appointed to escort Judge 
Newman into the courtroom. 

On this committee Colonel George L. 
Bell and Judge Logan E. Bleckley were 
appointed. In a few seconds the commit- 
tee returned escorting Judge Newman be- 
tween them. As he entered the court room 
the members of the bar arose from their 
sects and remained standing. 

Judge Newman was met by Colonel El- 
lis on the steps of the tribunal. The lat- 
ter explained to him the situation and 
stated that Colonel Hammond had just 
presented his portrait to the federal court 
as an evidence of the esteem to which he 
was held by the members of the bar. 

Taking his seat Judge Newman assum- 
ed a characteristic position. 

“To say that I am deeply touched,” he 
began, “is but a trite expression of my 
feelings on this occasion. It is highly grat- 
ifying to me to have my portrait hung up- 
on these walls by the side of Judge [Er- 
skine’s; but still more gratifying to me is 
the evidence of your esteem and sympathy 
which this compliment evinces. I am pain- 
fully conscious of my imperfections, but 
I am free to say in this presence tnat I 
have always labored to be fair, and have 
sought no other ends than those of jus- 
tice.”’ 

Judge Newman went on to say that no 
judicial officer could successfully perform 
his duties without the moral support and 
co-operation of an upright bar. He felt 
that he was deeply indebted to the bar of 
the northern district of Georgia and could 
not speak too highly of its members who 
had practiced before him. He would faith- 
fully endeavor to merit the esteem which 
the members of the bar had expressed in 
such a tangible and handsome manner. 

This concluded the ceremonies and on 
motion of Colonel W. C. Glenn the bar 
meeting adjourned,

“Wonderful changes have taken place 
around here since I first came to Atlanta,” 
said Captain McCollum, of Laporte, Ind. 
“My first visit here was with Sherman 
about thirty-one years ago. I was in the 
battle of Jonesboro, and we had mighty 
hot fighting all around here. The night 
Atlanta was burned I was encamped south- 
west of here and we could see the fire 
plainly.” F 

Captain McCollum is on his way to Fitz- 
gerald, the Grand Army colony in Irwin 
county. Thirty-five started in the party. 
Some went by way of Montgomery and 
twelve came through Atlanta. Captain 
McCollum is a clothing merchant. He is 
the organizer of this party, which includes 
mechanics, some brick manufacturers and 
merchants. They shipped a large tent and 
cooking utensils down ahead and will have 
shelter when they arrive. 

“Several of us are old soldiers and have 
camped before. We will not mind iiving 
this way. We have heard glowing ac- 
counts of south Georgia from the people 
who have gone down there. You would 
be astonished to know the interest which 
is felt all through the west in the southern 
states. There is a fever among the farm- 
ers. mechanics and business men to emi- 
grate to a warmer climate. Our winters 
are very severe and the old men in par- 
ticular find them very trying. I well re- 
member some country which I saw cown 


around “Louisville, Ga., during the war. 
It struck me as being unusually fine ena 
several of us determined that if ever we 
got a chance we would live somewhere 
in that part of the world. A great many 
people from Indiana have visited south 
Georgia, and everybody says that the cut- 
look there is excellent. So far as I have 
heard from the pioneers, all are satisfied. 
That is something remarkable.” 


While Captain McCollum was inquiring 
about the products of Georgia, Colonel 
James Smith, of Oglethorpe, came into 
the Markham lobby, where the above in- 
terview was occuring. No man in the 
state is better qualified to speak about 
what the soil and climate will do than 
Georgia’s greatest farmer. 

“You can grow anything in Georgia. 
Down where you are going you can raise 
the finest kind of fruit, cotton and corn. 
In fact you can grow anything that any 
soil will produce. You may not be favor- 
ably impressed with the appearance of 
the soil at first glance, but when it is 
turned over you will see that it has a 
good rich color to it. And if you will look 
around at the magnificent fruit orchards 
down that. way, notably those of the Tifts 
at Tifton, you will be satisfied with the 
prospect. 

To give the visitor an idea of the crops 
which one Georgia farmer makes, The 
Constitution man drew Colonel Smith out 
a little. 

‘“Hiow many bushels of corn did you 
make last year?’’ 

“About 25,000 bushels.*’ 

“And how much cotton?” 

“TIT reckon there will be 2,500 bales, but 
it is not all ginned yet.’’ 

About $100,000 worth of cotton,’’ the report- 
er remarked, and the Indiana man looked 
first at the one and then at the other to see 
if he was being imposed upon. 

“You used to have a little dairy over 
there, colonel. How many cows have 
you now?’’ 

**A matter of seven hundred, I suppose.’”’ 

By this time the colonist’s eyes were 
open wide. He was evidently having 
thoughts. But he said nothing. 

The newspaper man was resolved to add 
a little more to the impression which the 
visitor was rapidly getting. 

“How many mules have you for your 
farm work, colonel?’ 

“There were two hundred the last time 
I counted them,” he replied. 

“By the way, you had a fire last fall 
in your gin house and among your cotton. 
Were you insured?’ 

“No. I lost $40,000 by that fire and didn’t 
have a cent of insurance, but I have found 
in cheaper to carry my own insurance.” 

“Say, are you two real estate agents, try- 
ing to sell me land?’ Captain McCollum 
inquired. 

Colonel Snrith told some members of th@ 
party who came up about the Georgia 
methods of farming and they were deeply 
interested in learning about his 16,000 acre 
plantation, its produts and army of people 
employed. Colonel Smith is one of Geor- 
gia’s notable men. He was born in Wilkes 
county, Georgia. He went to college at 
Knoxville and imbued some of the thrifty 
ways of the East Tennesseeans. He lived 
for some time in Kentucky and in Arkan- 
sas. He was always a close observer and 
picked up the things worth keeping and 
knowing. When he came back to Georgia 
and went to farming it was not long be- 
fore he took a front rank among the 
planters of his section. He made large 
crops and bought more land. His posses- 
sicns grew and his acres yielded more 
bountifully each year, until he had raised 
his farm to a high state of cultivation. 
His farm is a model and is known far and 
wide. 

Through the visit here of Pasha Maher, 
in 1893, the farm is known in Egypt, and it 
is said that the pasha carried back mar- 
velous ideas of farming in the UWhited 
States. He spent two or three days with 
Colonel Smith and invited him to. visit 
Egypt, promising to show him the whole 
country and to make him a present of five 
beautiful wives, the pasha having enough 
to spare that many without feeling that 
he was robbing himself.

RISES IN HIS WRATH 


The Fiery Indignation of a Foreign 
Commissioner and Its Cause, 


HIS COUNTRY WAS SNUBBED 


He Entered a Protest, but That Pro- 
test Was Overlooked by President 
Gilman and the Jury. 


Dr. Niederlein is mad. 

Dr. Gustave Niederlein is very mad. 

The fiery indignation of his tropical 
temper is aroused and he sputters out his 
wrath with the fury of a simoom. 

The doctor is the commissioner from the 
Argentine Republic and is now in charge 
of the collection of exhibits for the Phil- 
adelphia Commercial Museum, which is 
said to be an enterprise of much magni- 
tude, having charged the doctor with the 
mission of gathering a number of the best 
exhibits at the Atlanta exposition and for- 
warding them to that city. Dr. Gustavé 
Niederlein is also a man of science and 
he has traversed the gloomy depths of 
South American Swamps and forests. 
whence he has extracted new herbs and 
fibers and textile plants, which exploits 
have given him a name in the scientific 
world and envalued his observations among 
men of knowledge and investigation. 

When Dr. Niederlein emerged from the 
forests of South America he made a trip 
to Europe, where he investigated the dif- 
ferent museums ‘and supplemented his 
own investigations with the lore of dif- 
ferent lands. He came to Philadelphia 
when the movement to organize the Com- 
mercial museum was in its inciniency. 
This has proven to be an extensive enter- 
prise and will eclipse, it is said, the for- 
eign museums which Dr. Niederlein ex- 
amined when abroad. When the Cotton 
States and International exposition came 
on the doctor was commissioned by his gov- 
ernment to represent it here, and gather- 
ing a creditable collection of interesting 
objects, such as beautiful woods, shaggy 
skins of curious animals, rare fibrous 
plants, he came to Atlanta and placed 
the artistic exhibit in one end of the 
mineral and forestry building. 

It is these objects, or rather the neglect 
of these objects by the jurors, over which 
the commissioner waxes wrathy. He has 
been the head and front of the movement 
for the international jury. 

The report of the original jury did not 
satisfy him. When the report came in he 
said that there was glaring neglect of his 
most valuable displays and that his woods 
which were pronounced by experts to be 
the best specimens on exhibit at the ex- 
position had received no notice or comment. 
There were various other reasons why the 
commissioner was displeased, but he hid 
his wrath at the time and would not have 
it flared in print. He said that he could 
manage the affairs and thought that a 
satisfactory result could be had in the end. 

Hie headed the movement for the inter- 
national jury after having entered his pro- 
test against the decision of the first jury. 
He said that he would not accept the de- 
cree of the original jury and would have 
his exhibit passed upon by a jury of a 
foreign character. It was mainly through 
his efforts that the international jury, the 
report of which was received Thursday, 
was appointed. When the international 
jury made its report a supplementary re- 
port, compiled by General Avery, upon 
the Argentine Republic, was sent on to Dr. 
Gilman, 

‘Returned Without Reading.” 

Thursday afternoon when tne report was 
received the doctor was alarmed to see 
that this supplementary report had been 
sent back with the remark ‘“‘Returned 
without being read” written on the back 
by Dr. Gilman. 

It was evident that Dr. Gilman did not 
approve of the protest on the decision of 
the original jury and decided not to notice 
the supplementary report on the exhibit 
of the Argentine Republic. 

This is what has fired the wrath of the 
commissioner. He is boiling over and 
threatens to take the matter up with Sec- 
retary Olney. 

te considers it a direct fling at his coun- 
try and thinks that it is a premeditated 
sting to the Argentine Repuplic. 

“What is Dr. Gilman?” he said. ‘‘He was 
a mere organ of the board of directors ap- 
pointed by them. He has no right to look 
over this question and to do what he did. 
I am not the only man with a grievance. 
Mr. Villafranca, of Costa Rica, did-not re- 
ceive the slightest notice. He was one of 
the best officials at the fair and yet there 
is not the slightest attention paid to him. 

‘This is not the end of this matter. I] 
will see that it is taken to a higher body. 
It will be reported to Secretary Olney.”’

New York, January 10.—There was 
more disposition to buy than to sell, less 
apprehension of war, consols were strong- 
er, the stock markets were better, Liver- 
pool was higher, receipts at the ports 
and interiors were comparatively small, in 
spite of the talk that there is a great ceal 
of cotton held back in some sections of 
the south, the estimates for New Orleans 
and Houston tomorrow were light, the 
continent is buying at the south about on 
a basis of New York prices, both local. 
Liverpool and the continent sent buying 
orders for futures today; and, in a word, 
most of the factors in operation were of 
a stimulating character and prices ad- 
vanced 8 to 10 points, and closed steady, 
With sales of 148,500 bales. Interior stocks 
will lose 17,000 bales for the week. Ex- 
ports from the ports today were approxi- 
mately 20,000. Some of the interior towns 
had rather larger receipts for the week than 
expected, and this fact caused a temporary 
recession of about 5 points at one time, 
but local and European buying speedily 
reversed the downward movement, and 
the closing was about the best of the Gay. 
Tonight the rank and file of local wper- 
ators are bullish. The news is more fa- 
vorable to cotton than they had expected. 
Some of the spot markets were higher. 
Houston receipts tomorrow are estimated 
at 3,000 to 4,000, against 5,363 last year.

The tcne hinged altogether on the feeling 
displayed by wheat, and the day’s trading 
cost prices a little. May corn opened at 
29e, declined to’ 28%c, closing at 28%c—%4c 
under yesterday. Cash corn was easy and 
wc per bushel lower. 

Oats developed nothing of importance to- 
day. Prices were lower, but at the decline 
there was a steady feeling. A moderate 
trade took place, the dealings being rather 
commonplace in their character. The close 
was a shade under yesterday for May. 
Cash oats were quotably 4c lower. 

Provisions—Holders of prouuct lost a 
good part of their profits by the action of 
the market today. Buyers were scarce 
around the opening, and it was quite a 
while after the start before the first trans- 
actions were recorded, Hogs were lower, 
entailing a decline in provisions. The 
weakness of wheat also exerted an enervat- 
ing effect. The close was 10c lower than 
yesterday for May pork, 5@7\c lower for 
May lard and 7%c lower for May ribs.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 

Chicago, January 10.—lharly news Was CxX- 
ceedingly bullish. Instead of the RusSian 
Wheat shipments being 400,000 bushels, as 
renorted !ast Tuesday, they amounted in- 
stead to 2,640,000 bushels. This discrepancy 
is accounted for by the fact that last 
Tuesday was a holiday in Russia, and the 
reported 800,000 bushels was only an esti- 
mate and not the actual shipments. Cables 
vere weak, consols higher and northwest. 
ern receipts large, being 652 cars, against 
197 last year and 319 last week. This in- 
crease was at Minneapolis on account of 
the advance in price in that market late- 
ly. Duluth arrivals were less than halt 
what they were last week and only two 
cars in excess of last year. The selling at 
the opening was led by large local trad- 
ars and this character of selling continued 
the greater part of the session, and there 
Was little demand from any one source, 
the buying being scattered, The market, 
however, was steadied later on the large 
cash business, which amounted to about 
200,000 bushels and continued large clear- 
arces at the seaboard, 338,000 bushels of 
wheat and flour. The cash demand during 
the rast three days has been “increasing, 
orders coming principally from markets in 
Ohio and Kansas. This feature would un- 
doubtedly- have a very bullish influence on 
prices were it not for the increase in re- 
ceipts and the quieting down of the politi- 
ca! situation, buyers fearing that the latter 
will have a tendency to withdraw pur- 
chasing orders from the market and thus 
terd to create lower prices. The opinion 
at present is not very decisive either way, 
and the market is easily influenced by 
news. 

Receivers and elevator people were sell- 
ers*of corn with shorts the principal buy- 
ers. Increase in receipts was-tbe bearish 
infiuence, 

Provisions opened weak on the increased 
hog receipts. Packers and one or two large 
local traders were the. principal sellers. The 
market recovered slightly from the open- 
ing, but the heavy short covering noted 
vesterday was lacking, and offerings were 
more numerous.

General Manager Scott Is Considering the 
Proposition To Arbitrate. 


HE COMES INTO ATLANTA

His Arrival Here at This Juncture 
Was Not Expected. 


THe ROAD CANNOT PAY HIGHER WAGES 


The Georgia, He Says, Is Not in a Po- 
sition To Change the Existing 
Contract—In New Shape. 


General Manager Scott, of the Georgia 
railroad, came into Atlanta last night. He 
was out on the line-all day and came in 
rather unexpectedly. 

Mr. Scott was seen last night at the 
company’s Offices, Alabama and Loyd 
strects. He corroborated the © statement 
published in yesterday’s Constitution that 
he had declined to grant the demands of 
the men for a change from the system of 
daily wages to a mileage basis. The gen- 
eral manager stated the reasons which he 
had given to the representatives of the 
four orders. In substance, these were that 
the cortract made for the road 
by Major Groene in 1890 was given at a 
time when the Georgia wags doing the 
greatest business in its history. That was 
before the depression and stagnation In 
every branch of commerce and especially 
transportaticn. In the years that have 
followed, while otber roads cut wages, the 
Georg:2 maintained hers withcut a word. 
Now, he tells the chiefs that the company 
cannot afford to make a change in the 
contract which would increase the pay of 
the men from 18 to 30 per cent. 

When the demand for a change in the 
contract was refused Mr. Scott was asked 
if he would arbitrate. His answer to that 
is— 

“This is a new proposition. I cannot say 
what I wi'l do in regard to it. It is not 
my purpose to reject or to accept it hastily. 
Engagements made before these matters 
cere up require my presence at different 
points and my time will be occupied for 
several days with other matters which 
must be attended to. I have replied to 
the inauiry that I cannot give a pusitive 
answer for two weeks. I want to think 
over the matter.”’ 

The trainmen who run between Atlanta 
and Augusta are not the least bit azi- 
tated. As has been stated, they do not 
talk much about the situation. Most of 
them are very temperate in their languago 
and no threats of a strike are heard. Wiat 
will happen if the proposition to arbitrate 
is refused by the general manager is a 
matter of pure speculation. ‘The brother- 
rocd men heve proposed that they select a 
man, the company to select another gnd 
these two a third, the three to constitute 
a board of arbitration. Mr. Clark, one of 
the chiefs at Augusta, is quoted as saying 
that they would abide by the decision of 
the arbitrators in the event the road agreed, 
This is a point which came up in the great 
Pullman labor troubles of 183. 

Pullman would not agree to submit to 
arbftration the question of what-he should 
pay to his employes. There was the rock, 
The American Railway Union took a hand 
and the strike resulted, costing some of 
the roads heavily, but ending :n defeat for 
the Devs organization. 

The crigineers, firemen, conductors and 
trainmen are united in this demand for a 
new contract and a representative of each 
organization has geen in Augusta for sev- 
eral davs. One grievance which was 
brought by the chiefs was in regard to ihc 
time of the crews on the Macon branch 
of the Georgia road. This is a compara- 
tively short line and one of the five crews 
on it works eJeven hours, This, however, 
is 2 matter of preference. The crews ar- 
range their rns to suit themselves and it 
is said that the man who is supposed to do 
the hardest work on that line has just 
esked to be allowed to keep the run he has 
as it suits him better than sume other 
runs would. 

It is stated that the Georgia’s men have 
not presented any grievances, asking for 
culy the one thing—a new contract. “he 
old eontract did not need renewing each 
year, but appears to hold until a new one 
is made. Why the per diem basis was 
adopted is not stated. 

Under the old regime some curious things 
existed. A number of funny stories were 
told about the time Mr. Scott took hold of 
the Georgia. One was that through freights 
were run over the road on regular sched- 
ules just the same as passenger trains, no 
matter whether the freight trains were all 
made up of empty ears or not. It was ex~- 
plained that unless the trains ran accord- 
ing to schedules, whether there was traffic 
or not, the section hands would not Know 
when to work and when not to work. 

The engineers were required to g0 down 
to the shops every day when in town and 
report, ostensibly to work on their engines, 
but really not to work at all. But they got 
pay for it just the same. This and many 
Other things were reformed, Engineers are 
now paid for the days they actually work 
at the rate of $4 a day. The brotherhoods 
claim that a run of 100 miles is accepted by 
the railroads of the United States as a day's 
work. General Manager Scott holds that a 
day's work consists of so many hours’ ser- 
vice. The run between Atlanta and Au- 
gusta is 171 miles. The passenger trains 
make this in six hours and the through

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EXPOSITION FIRE PROTECTION 


The Council Agrees To Leave a Police 
Squad and Fire Protection on 
the Grounds. 


With every member except Mayor Pro 
Tem. Hirsch present, the general council 
convened yesterday afternoon in special 
session. 

Mayor King issued the call for the meet- 
ing at the request of Mr. S. M. Inman, 
Colonel W.A.Hemphill, Mr. T. B. Neal, Mr. 
H. M. Atkinson, Mr. F. P. Rice and Mr. E. 
C. Spalding, directors of the exposition 
committee. 

All of the gentlemen were present wher 
the meeting was called to order except 
Mr. Inman and Mr. Spalding. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch not being pres- 
ent Mr. Dimmock, of the board of. alder- 
men, was called to the chair and requested 
to read the call of the mayor. To the call 
was attached the request for the call 
signed by the gentlemen enumerated. That 
with the call was read and then the rules 
were suspended to hear from Colonel W. 
A. Hemphill, vice president of the exposi- 
tion company. 

Colonel Hemphill informed the general 
council that the ten days granted by Mayor 
King and the general council for the fire 
and police protection at the exposition had 
expired and that only a small portion of 
the goods for which the exposition was 
morally bound had been moved. He de- 
clared that it would be extremely foolish 
to leave the exhibits still at the grounds 
unprovided with fire and police protection. 
Mr. Hemphill showed that there was 
thousands of dollars of goods in the gov- 
ernment building, the art gallery and the 
machinery hall that could not be moved 
as rapidly as it was at first thought the 
work could be done and concluded by ask- 
ing that police and fire force should be 
kept on for the present, as the danger from 
theft and fire was too great to risk. 
Colonel] Hemphill claimed that Atlanta was 
bound morally as well as the exposition di- 
rectors for any loss that might occur to 
the goods yet in store at the grounds 
awaiting packing and shipment to the 
points consigned. He showed the great 
work the exposition had done for the city 
of Atlanta and the loss the directors had 
sustained during the three years. 

Mr. Inman moved that the fire depart- 
ment be permitted to remain at the grounds 
ten days longer. 

Mr. Neal was given the floor and urged 
the general council to grant the request of 
the exposition directors as indicated by 
Colonel Hemphill. He declared that it was 
as much the duty of the city to see that 
the machinery, pictures and other exhibits 
went back as it was the duty of the board. 
Mr. Neal declared that it was a debt of 
honor Atlanta owes to those who have 
exhibits yet on the grounds and that that 
protection cannot be had without the fire 
and police departments are continued. 

“The truth of the matter is,” said’ Mr. 
Neal, ‘“‘the railway company eannot fur- 
nish cars fast enough to get the goods 
away from the grounds.’’ 

Mr. Howell presented a resolution con- 
tinuing the forces at the grounds for ten 
days and sustained it In a strong speech 
indicating thag he thought as Colonel 
Hemphill and Mr. Neal had expressed 
themselves. 

“I think,” said Mr.- Day, “that the num- 
ber of policemen should be cut down to 
ten,

Howell’s resolution, but thought $800 was 
enough. 

Mr. Bell handed in a substitute that the 
city continue the fire department and 
eight policemen for ten days with the un- 
derstanding that all liability on the Part 
of the city then cease absolutely. 

“I think the trouble is,”’ said Mr. Cul- 
berson, “‘that the goods are not moved out 
of the buildings and grounds rapidly 
enough. I would like to amend by adding 
that the exposition gates be thrown open 
to all haulers who are willing to haul 
the goods away.” 

“That means, then,” said Mr. Colvin,

position company break its agreement with 
the Atlanta Transfer Company?” 

Mr. Culberson’s amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 9 to 7.

‘“T agree heartily with Mr. Mayson,”’

Mr. Mayson withdrew his substitute and 
the resolution ‘giving eight policemen and 
the fire department was adopted.

Persist in His Declination.

board, a letter in which he declined to 
accept. The letter was written Thurs- 
day evening, after Mr. Terry had given the 
matter all the careful study and consider- 
ation he thought it deserved. Not a mem- 
ber of the board, however, knew of Mr. 
Terry’s declination, as a certainty, until 
yesterday morning, ‘when the letter was re- 
ceived by President Hillyer. 

Mr. Terry was not about the city hall 
yesterday for any length of time, but he 
took occasion to inform Colonel W oodward, 
the new superintendent of the water- 
works system, that he was ready at any 
and all times to give him all the informa- 
tion he had, and to present him with all 
the knowleuge gathered by the experience 
he has secured both as clerk and superin- 
tendent. 

President Hillyer is not thoroughly satis- 
fied, however, that the declination will 
stand, as he and other members of the 
board are anxious to have Mr. Terry re- 
main. 

Should Mr. Terry, however, really throw 
the position away, the board will be 
called upon to elect a new secretary, and 
that election will take place next Wednes- 
day, as there are no indications of a called 
meeting of the board. 

Should Mr. Terry hold out in his deter- 
mination not to accept there will be quite 
a number of names presented for the 
place. Mr. Matt Torbett’s name may be 
handed in by some member of the board, 
while Mr. Ed Barnes may be in the race. 
It may be, too, that Mr. John M. Find- 
lay, who has been in the waterworks 
office, may be considered.

William Q. Judge, Madame Blavatsky’s 
Successor, in’ Atlanta. 


TALKS OF HIS NOVEL CREED 


He Is President of the Theosophical 
Societies of America, England -_ 
‘ and Australia. 


_—— = age 


Mr. William Q. Judge, one of the most re- 
markable men of the time, famed as the 
successor of Madame Blavatsky, spent 
Thursday in Atlanta and left yesterday 
morning for Cincinnati. 

Mr. Judge came south for his health, but 
has been utilizing the opportunity to spread 
the teachings of the theosophical creed in 
this section. Mr. Judge is the most promi- 
nent living representative of theosophy. 
He has produced much literature on the 
subject. He is president of the American 
Theosophical Society. Mr. Judge is a fa- 
mous lawyer, and was counsel. for Madame 
Blavatsky when she secured her divorcee 
from her second husband. 

Mr. Judge is in exceedingly bad health. 
He ha’ completely lost his voice and speaks 
only in a whisper. When called on for an 
interview he had to decline to taik, as he 
could not make himsetf heard. He wrote 
the answers to the questions asked him 
and wrote the information which he wished 
to furnish. 


“It was my health that brought me to ; 


Atlanta. Three months ago I went to 
Aiken, 5. C., to seek for rest6fation of that 
greatest boon—good health—and to get 
back a lost voice. The voice has gone and 
staid, and I cannot converse with any 
one.”’ : 

Mr. Judge is on his way to Cincinnati 
to eall on the vice president of the Theo- 
sophical Society in America, Dr. J. D. Buck, 
to cogsult about further theosophical work 
in the south. Although in the Carolinas 
for health, he has had a good deal of work 
done there and started a committee for fur- 
ther theosophical propaganda wumnder the 
guidance of J. A. Jarrett, of Nashville, and 
W. T. Hanson, of Macon. A great many 
Jectures have just been given in the south, 
as far.as New Orleans, by Mr. Hargrove, of 
London, England, and excited a good deal 
of comment. 

There is no branch of the society in.At- 
lanta. Macon, Nashville, Memphis, New 
Orleans and other southern cities have 
them. The Macon branch is in the handg 
of some of the best men in the town. 

Mr. Judge is president of the Theosophical] 
Society in America. It has over ninety 
branches scattered over the land, from 
New York to San Francisco. It is pro- 
gressing at a rapid rate and impressing 
its thought—whether fancy, folly or fact— 
on the American mind. A stream of theoe 
sophical literature is constantly flowing. 

“Theosophy is not opposed to religion,* 
said Mr. Judge, “but says it will help te 
clear away theological rubbish so that 
real religion may shine out.’”’ 

Mr. Judge called attention to the fact that 
while many ministers have been pleading 
for peace lately, the bishop of St. Paul's, 
Lendon, preached a sermon saying it was 
the duty of a Christian to fight. 

“This last is not religion; it is merely 
theological politics,” said Mr. Judge. “if 
Jesus was right, then no Christian should 
fight. Theosophy would show that all 
fighting would come to an end if the law 
of brotherhood was believed and practiced. 
And by showing the continuity of the soul, 
the impossibility of destroying it and its 
meed.fer living in a body over and over 
again, so as to get experience, theosophists 
enforce brotherhood as no other cult does. 
If we are all continually coming back here 
to 2eap our rewards and punishments, then 
even selfishness would make men act bet- 
ter. And a reptition of good acts would 
make men better at last. This is the doc- 
trine of reincarnation, which i assert was 
believed and taught by Jesus, as may be 
proved by the following verses: Prov. viii: 
22, 31: Jer. i: 5; St. John ix: 2; Matt. xi: 14; 
15; xvi: 13, 14; xvii: 12, 13; Rom. ix: 10, 13. 

“Any well versed Hebrew will tell you 
that reincarnation was always a dogma of 
the Jews. Jesus was a Jew taught in the 
law and must have known the doctrines. 
In fact, the idea of a Messiah is, that 
Adam reincarnates in David and at last in 
the Messiah as the one to save the world 
from the misery he brought on it. This is 
a bit of religious teaching which Christian 
people ought to look up. It won’t hurt real 
religion. 

“Theosophy teaches that ygqu can’t es- 
cape the consequences of your deeds. You, 
and nc other person, must pay. As your 
body is net you, but only a house, you 
are like an actor putting on different cos- 
tumes and assuming different characters— 
all the time it is the same actor. This is 
And so we can see that if 
there is one we know who cheats in busi- 
hess, overbears his neighbors and gets rich 
dishonestly, while he stands high in the 
church, being at last sent off to heaven, 
he will not escape... He will come back here, 
and under the mysterious and inexorable 
law of compensation he will have to suffer 
much in perhaps poverty or slavery to his 
former victims. On the other side, the suf- 
ferer of today will enjoy his compensation 
in his next or some succeeding rebirth. No 
one is fcergotten. 

“The theosophists elsewhere are numer- 
ous. I am president of the Theosophical 

in Europe and the one in Australia. 
No salary or emoluments are given or re- 
ceived by the society. All its work is done

The body of an infant of uncertain age 
Was found in an old well near Fruser 
street yesterday morning. The body is de- 
composed and its color has not yet bcen 
positively determined. 

The find was made by City Inspectors 
Goowin and Joiner, of the sanitary depart- 
ineht. Their attention was called to an 
unbearable odor in the vicinity of the well 
amd a séarch revealed the presence of 
the dead baby. It. cannot be determined 
how long the body remained in the weil. 

The startling discovery of the inspectors 
created much excitement among the col-

ored population of Fraser and adjoining 
streets in the niezghborbood of 198 Fraser 
A big crowd of curious people 
eBathered about the old well and they ais- 
cussed the affair all day. 

The presence of the infant in the well 
has not yet been explained. Mystery sur- 
roupds the case and it seems that there is 
little hope ‘of its being unraveled. The 
police are makirg an investigation, but so 
far have found no clew whatever. It ap- 
pears that the infant was thrown in the 
well some time ago with a _ 4deliberaiec 


intention of murder. The body was wrap- 
ped im cloths and its head was covered 
with a school satchel bearing the firm 
haine of McKeldin & Carlton. 


| Yesterday morning some of the negroes 
living near 198 Fraser street detected an 
odor of intensity and they began a searcii 
for the cause of it. All the houses were 
examined and the lots and trash piles werc 
closely searched, the negroes thinking that 
the cdor came from a dead brute of some 
kind—a cat or dog. Yhe search was fu- 
tile, the odor becomirg@ more intolerant as 
the day became warmer.

Going to fhe well the In- 
epectors looked in it ard quickly withdrew 
their heads, the odor sickening them. Hooks 
were secured and what was thought to 
be an old bundle of clothing was drawn 
up. it was discovered that the infant was 
wrapped in the bundle and it was laid out 
on the ground. 

The inspectors notified the police of the 
find and Coroner Paden was informed of 
it. He investigated the case during the 
afternoon, but reached no ccnclusion as to 
what would be done. No one could be 
found who admitted knowing anything of 
the infant’s presence in the well and with- 
out. further information the coroner thinks 
an inguest would be useless. In the event 
that anything is learned of the case an 
inquest will be held today. 

Cpinicns differ as to the color of the in- 
fant. Many claim that it is a white baby 
and others think that it is a negro. Officer 
Banksior and the sanitary inspectors are 
investigating the case and will make an 
effort to learn something of it. The child 
bears no marks of violence and mizht 
have been thrown in the well alive. Tre 
body is that of a very young infant, per- 
hans three or fcur months old. 

The police think that a’dark murder may 
be revealed by an investigation of thc 
case. The body was turned over to Un- 
duertaker Lee.

Russian Jews and a Negro Have a 
Tale of Woe. 


DEPOSITED CASH WITH MARKS 


Ne ee nee og 


Now They Claim That They Are Los- 
ers Several Hundred Dollars’ 
Worth in Cool Oash. 


The recent failure of 8. Marks & Co., 
thie Decatur street saloon men, appears to 
have a deeper significance than has yet 
been made known. Creditors of a differ- 
ent Kind than those already mentioned in 
connection with the case are bemoaning 
their business connection with the firm 
named. i 

The matter was brought to light by one 

of the creditors telling his tale of woe to 
@ policeman. 
Marks & Co. operated a saloon on Deca- 
tur street between Ivy and Courtland 
Streets. In the vicinity there are a num- 
ber of Russian Jews doing business in 
their peculiar manner, the exact nature of 
which is usually difficult to determine, 
Those interested in the Marks case are 
principally second-hand shoe dealers,but ac 
cording to their own statements last night 
they are business men without judgment 
or property. They claim tu have been bank- 
rupted Sy the failure of Marks. 

The Jews claim to have had different 
amounts on deposit with the saloon firm 
and that the money represents years of 
hard work and rigid economy in business 
and private life with them. They say that 
Marks acted as their banker and that he 
failed with all the money made by them 
in years in his possession. The Jews are 
about to determine just what steps to take 
in the matter and it seems that they wil] 
go to the courts for redress. 

With a saddened but wiser experience, 
James Harris, the well-known colored bar. 
ber, of 77 Decatur street, bemoans the loss 
of money in company with the Jews, He, 
too, says that-he deposited his mite, confi- 
dence and cash, with Marks as his banker, 
His tale of woe is exactly the same as that 
of the Jews and he tells it freely but sadly, 

Investigation elicited that three men da« 
ing business on Decatur street claim te 
have been vifCtims of the Marks failure, 
They are: 

James Harris, colored, proprietor of a 
barber shop at 77 Decatur street. 

H. Grannet, a Russian shoe dealer in a 
basement near Marks’s saloon. 

Schiffer & Levy, shoe dealers, opposite 
the saloon. 

It is said that others are interested in 
the failure of the saloon firm. 

Harris claims to have had $563 in cash 
on deposit and that he holds a note given 
by the firm for $175 in addition to a due 
bill for $15. He claims that he formerly 
kept his money in the Atlanta Trust 
and Banking Company’s bank, withdrawing 
and depositing it with Marks at the latter’s 
request: Hesays Marks told him banks 
were unsafe and that he had better with- 
draw his money and deposit it with hime 
Harris says that he was influenced by the 
saloon man and that he withdrew his mon- 
ey from the bank and left it with the sa- 
loon firm, using his old bank book in mak- 
ing a deposit. He was to receive interest 
on the money, he says. 

Grannet, the second-hand shoe Jew, says 
that he is ruined unless Marks pays him 
the $320 he had on deposit there. Grannet 
says that the amount represents his time 
and labor for three years and that he was 
persuaded to withdraw the money from a 
bank and deposit it with Marks. He, too, 
formerly kept his money on deposit at the 
Atlanta Trust and Banking Company’s in- 
stitution. 

Schiffer & Levy, second-hand shoe deal- 
ers, opposite Marks’s place, claim to be out 
$171, an amount on deposit with Marx when 
he failed. The¥Y had deposited more money 
than that, but had withdrawn some, leay- 
ing that amount as a balance. They, too, 
state that they were told by Marks that 
banks were unsafe and asked to leave their 
money with him. 

The Jews on the street have been in a 
state of suppressed excitement since 
Marks’s failure several days ago. It is said 
many are interested in the failure of the 
saloonist and that indignation !s rife on 
the street, Last night several of the Jews 
were in close conversation with attorneys. 
When approached by a Constitution re- 
porter they repeated their troubulous tale. 
They declare that unless Marks makes set- 
tlement with them soon legal steps will be 
taken to collect the money due them. 


MRS. BENEDICT DIVORCED, 


Daughter of Major Halford Granted a 
Decree on Grounds of Non-Support. 
Omaha, Neb., January 10.—Mrs. Jeanette 

Halford Benedict, daughter of Major Eli- 
jah Halford, of the army, and the private 
secretary to President Harrison, has been 
divorced from William Taft Benedict, her 
husband, and has regained her maiden 
name. With the decree in her hands, she 
left with a happy smile for Denver, where 
her father is now located with his com- 
mand. The grounds upon which she asked 
for a divorce were cruelty, non-support 
and desertion 

The story of the marriage was romantic. 
When the major went abroad on the Beh- 
ring sea commission he took with him his 
daughter, and while abroad she met young 
Benedict, who was twenty-four years old, 
while she was but twenty. They met on 
shipboard and were soon engaged.

WILL BE SENTENCED TODAY

The Negro Who Shot at Mr. John W. 
Cox Last Year Convicted Yester- 
day—Other Court News. 


ne criminal prancn or tne superor 


court, Judge Clark presiding, was engaged 
all of yesterday in the trial of the case 
against John Harris, colored, for an as- 
sault with intent to murder. The court- 
room wes well crowded with spectators 
during the progress of the trial, and Kept 
up with the proceedings with keen interest. 

The evidence in the case tended to show 
that last April Harris went to the office of 
Mr. John Cox and attacked the latter with 
a pistol, shooting several times; that Mr. 
Cox used a poker as a weapon of defense 
at first and afterwards a pistol; that neith- 
er was shot, but that Harris had been 
beaten over the head with telling effect. As 
to the visit to the office the defendant set 
up that Mr. Cox had sent for him and pro- 
voked the difficulty; the latter denied the 
plea. The defense introduced no testimony 
other than that given by the defendant. 
There was considerable evidence adduced 
by the state. The jury received the case 
about 5 o’clock, and after being in the box 
about ten minutes, brought in a verdict of 
guilty. Harris will be sentenced next 
week. This case was tried last summer, 
but resulted in a mistrial. 

The White Case. 

Yesterday’s session of the criminal 
branch of the city court, Judge Berry pre- 
siding, were devoted to the case against 
M. M. White, charged with false impris- 
onment. The case grew out of the arrest 
of F. I. McDonald, a bailiff of Judge Blood- 
worth’s court, for alleged obstruction of 
the street last April. 

It will be remembered that McDonald 
was in a buggy at the time, near the cor- 
ner of Pryor and Hunter streets, and was 
charged with interfering with the parade of 
the Knights of Pythias by refusing to 
get out of the way when requested. On 
order of Sergeant White, who had charge 
of the cordon of police on that occasion, 
Patrolman B. Morrison arrested McDonald 
and took him to the station house where 
he was held, but shortly afterward re- 
leased on a copy of charges. McDonald 
thereupon began criminal prosecution 
against Sergeant White for false impris- 
onument. 

There was quite a number of prominent 
citizens witnesses in the case, among them 
being Major Cleveland Wilcoxon and W. J. 
Kendrick, Colonels John S. Candler, Park 
Woodward, T. J. Ripley and Captain 
George Lowman. 

The case was on trial last year but it 
resulted in a mistrial, the jury failing to 
come to an agreement on a verdict. The 
jury received the case about 6 o’clock last | 
night with an order to bring in a sealed 


verdict. This verdict will be received and4 


read in open court this morning. 
Some Civil Business. 

In the civil branch of the superior court 
yesterday, Judge Lumpkin presiding, Mr. 
T. M. Doyle presented a petition requiring 
certain claimants to interplead among 
themselves as to their claims and 
rights in a fund of $300 due by him on a 
contract for material and work on a build- 
ing. 

It appears that Mr. Doyle contracted 
with G. W. & C, L, Foote for the erection 
of a residence; that the contract was sub- 
sequently let by the contractors to subcon- 
tractors; that three-fourths of the money 
was paid, one-fourth being held back in 
accordance with the statutes. The pe- 
tition further shows that Messrs. Foote 
and others have filed claims aggregating 
$833.43 against the property and that the 
Phoenix Planing mill has garnisheed the 
petitioner for Messrs. Foote’s claim; that a 
number of the claimants threaten to insti- 
tute suit to enforce their leins. The petition- 
er is ready and willing to pay the $300, and 
asks the court to distribute the fund among 
the claimants and to discharge the peti- 
tioner in respect to the same. He further 
asks that the suit of Rhodes-Snook-Haver- 
ty Furniture Company for $93.50 be enjoin- 
ed and the plaintiff be required to defend in 
the bill. , 

Judge Lumpkin made an order, citing the 
parties defendant to show cause on Janu- 
ary 18th why the injunction should not is- 
sue; and issued an order restraining the 
defendants meanwhile. 

Receiver Appointed. 

The petition of Turner Bros. and others, 
filed in this court Wednesday last for the 
appointment of a receiver to take charge 
of the assets of the Lederle-Williams Com- 
pany, electrical supplies, came up before 
Judge Lumpkin yesterday morning for 
hearing and was granted. He appointed 
W. W. Turner temporary receiver of the 
property of the company, to make an in- 
ventory and report to the court. Mr. Tur- 
ner qualified and entered upon the dis- 
charge of his duties as receiver. 

In the suit of E. A. Robertson & Co. 
vs. Crawford & Monroe and W. C. Hale, 
involving title to certain property, the jury 
found the property subject to the claim in 
question. 

The causes of Randall Bros. and Laura 
A. Caper vs. William R. W. Joiner and W. 
N. Elliott, involving certain property, were 
dismissed. 

A petition of W. A. Hoke, Mrs. D. Wall, 
J. M. Alexander and B. F. Floyd to resist 
the collection of an assessment for street 
pavement recently authorized by the city 
to be made against their property on But- 
ler street, on the grounds that it is unjust 
and oppressive, was filed. An order was 
made making these parties plaintiffs. 

Judge Reid, of the civil branch of the 
city court, heard a motion to dismiss a 
judgment in the case of McConckle vs. P. 
S. B. Ford and overruled it.

A DESERTED PARK 


The Exhibitors Scurrying from the Ex- 
position Grounds in Droves. 


EFFECT OF TERMINAL CHARGES 


Not Understood by Many—They Have 
Caused a Kick—How the Charges 
Originated. 


‘In three days-all of the buildings will 


be vacant.” 

Captain James R. Wylie was talking 
about the dissulution of the exposition. 
He remarked that he had never seen such 
haste in getting away from a place and 
had never expected to see the exposition 
stripped so rapidly. Except the govern- 
ment people and those in the foreign sec- 
tion of the manufactures and liberal arts 
building there is scarcely an exhibitor on 
the grounds. 

The agricultural building will be locked 
up to await sale in a day or two. Nothing 
remains there except the decoralion and 
several barrels of beer: bought by a belated 
purehaser. All of the paintings will be 
removed from the art building today. Ex- 
cept for a few heavy exhibits the electricity 
building is empty and only Mexico remains 
on guard in the transportation hall, All 
of the exhibits here have been packed and 
await shipment. The Georgia manufact- 
urers’ and the negro building have also becn 
cleaned out. In fact, it appears that all 
exhibits on the grounds have been cased 
and the only question now with the ex- 
hibitors is that of transportation. 

In this ther2 has been much confusion 
and many of the exhibitors have entered 
strenuous kicks against what is known 
as the terminal charges. Many of the ex- 
b‘bitors understood that this charge ap- 
plied only when the exhibits were brought 
into the grounds and were surprised to 
know that before the removal of their ex- 
hibits 6 cents on every hundred pounds 
removed would have to be paid to the At- 
lanta Cab and Baggage Company. The fol- 
lowing rule enforced before exhibits were 


placed was also declared in use upon the 


removal of same: 

“To the carload and less than carload 
rate there must be added in each direction 
the exposition terminal charge of 6. cents 
per 100 pounds, with a minimum of 530 cents 
for any single shipment from one consignor 
to one consignee. This is a terminal charge 
made by the exposition management cov- 
ering the switching of exhibits into the 
exposition grounds and the placing of them 
on or adjacent to the spaces allotted.” 

In addition to this there is also a charge 
of 50 cents for the use of the plank road 
for all wagons that pass over it for the 
purpose of hauling out exhibits. 

Some of the exhibitcrs have been inclined 
to raise a huge kick over the charges 
before leaving. For/sthe most part, how- 
ever, the exodus has been managed smooth- 
ly and the exhibits shipped off with wonder- 
ful rapiditys The Southern’ railway has 
handled since the close of the exposition 
about 100 cars each day. These cars are 
rushed on to the road as rapidly as possi- 
ble in spite of the fact that some of the 
exhibitors claim that there is unusual 
delay with the road and an insufficlent num 


ber of car boxes. Over seventy-five cars | 


were carried out yesterday. 

In addition to this the express office Is 
doing a heavy business and the lighter and 
more delicate objects are shipped off this 
way. Those in charge of the removal of 
the exhibits in the government building 
have progressed with their work with 
more dispatch than was expected. Today 
the raval department wi!l get its heavy 
guns out and after that very littie will 
remain. 

Captain Wylie in Charge. 

Captain Wylie has been the chief pall- 
bearer at the death of the exposition. Ele 
has not missed a day since its close and 
remains in the office of the treasurer most 
of the day. 

Since the departure of Mr. Collier to 
Captain Wylie all matters of importance 
have been referred and for once he is the 
executive head of the exposition. Secre- 
tary Lewis is uawell and is represented 
by Mr. Blodgett, who has been one of 
the most faithful officers of the exposition. 
The office of Treasurer Kontz wiil be 
moved into the city the first of next week. 
The exposition grounds will soon be bare 
and barren.
